Shanti To Quit 
Housing PWAs

The beleaguered Shanti 
Project is being stripped of all 
its government-sponsored 
housing contracts, and by Oc¬ 
tober 1 will no longer provide 
residences to PWAs. 

In addition, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned that the 
organization is losing its 
Shanti House at 1540 Market 
Street. At least $2.2 million of 
the agency’s government con¬ 
tracts will be given to a differ¬ 
ent agency or divided among 
several AIDS service pro¬ 
viders during the next four 
months. 

A formal announcement 
concerning the dissolvement 
of the agency’s 144-bed hous¬ 
ing program will be made on 
Monday, May 24, by San 
Francisco AIDS Office Direc¬ 
tor Mitchell Katz at an HIV 
Planning Council meeting. 


“Based on the decision of 
our office in working with the 
Shanti Board, Shanti is not 
the right agency to hold onto 
these housing contracts,” said 
Katz, in a B.A.R. interview. 
“This decision is based on 
two issues. First, Shanti is not 
in the best position as an 
agency to have a large num¬ 
ber of housing contracts. 
They are difficult to adminis¬ 
ter and require a large cash 
flow. It is our professional 
opinion they are not the right 
agency.” 

Clients of the agency will not 
lose their homes and the tran¬ 
sition to new agencies will be 
made as smoothly as possible, 
according to Katz. 

“Shanti housing clients 
will not be forced to move; 
the contracts will go to other 
agencies,” Katz said. “What

Barney Frank Says 
'Let's Compromise' 


SF Suicide 
Workshop Planned

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Representative Barney Frank, 
(D-Massachusetts), acknowl¬ 
edging that Congress is un¬ 
likely to lift the outright ban 
on gays in the military, en¬ 
dorsed a compromise plan on 
May 18 that would allow gays 
to follow their own lifestyle 
during off-duty hours without 
fear of punishment. 

Under the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” proposal, gays would not 
acknowledge or talk about 
their sexual preference dur¬ 
ing duty hours on military in¬ 
stallations, said Frank, one of 
only two openly gay mem¬ 
bers of Congress. 

“That’s the proposal that I 
will be urging the Pentagon 
to deal with. It is not the cur¬ 
rent policy, because I think 
the current policy leaves peo¬ 
ple unduly vulnerable,” Frank 
told a news conference. 

If accepted all around, the 
compromise could provide re¬ 
lief for President Clinton, 
who has been widely criti¬ 
cized for trying to fulfill his 
campaign promise of lifting 
the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Many members of Con¬ 
gress and top military offi¬ 
cials oppose lifting the ban, 
and Frank said that if the is¬ 
sue comes to a vote, the gays 
might lose. 

The compromise policy 
would say that “on base, and 
on duty and in uniform, out 
of deference to what the mil¬ 
itary leadership says about 
the degree of prejudice there, 


gay men and lesbians will 
make the sacrifice — unlike 
anybody else — of not talking 
about it. On the other hand, 
off-base, off-duty, on their 
own time, they will be al¬ 
lowed without fear of any 
punishment to express their 
individuality and their person¬ 
al ity.” 

Frank predicted that after 
three or four years of operat¬ 
ing under such a policy, “it 
will turn out there was less 
prejudice and less fear than 
some of the military leaders 
thought, and it may be that 
people will have to be less 
rigid about that kind of on- 
duty, off-duty separation.” 

Frank noted that under the 
military’s current policy, 
many gays have been dis¬ 
charged, not because of their 
on-duty behavior but because 
they were discovered in off- 
duty situations to be gay. 

The compromise proposal 
“is not what I would prefer 
politically. It is, however, 
what I think is the best ac¬ 
commodation given political 
reality today,” Frank said. 

“I think it meets the argu¬ 
ment that the non-bigoted 
members of the military have 
put forward and it substan¬ 
tially improves the lives of 
gay men and lesbians,” he 
said. “It does not achieve ev¬ 
erything I think we should 
achieve.” 

Frank acknowledged that 
some gay groups favor a total 
lifting of the ban and are an¬ 
gry at his position. That was 
demonstrated earlier when 
members of a militant gay

group staged a protest outside 
his Capitol Hill office. 

At the news conference 
Frank explained his position, 
saying, “I’m willing to say, 
yes, given the prejudice, dis¬ 
comfort, whatever you call it 
... given the way people feel 
about being in close quarters 
with people they know to be 
gay and lesbian, I’m prepared 
to say okay, we will suspend 
that part of it. We will say 
that people will not bring that 
up. But if off-base somebody 
decides to invade your priva¬ 
cy you shouldn’t be victim¬ 
ized by it.” 

“I think that is a policy 
which is reasonable, which ac¬ 
commodates the military’s 
concern. The military’s con¬ 
cern is ‘Look, we just don’t 
want people to have to con¬ 
front the fact that they know 
these people.’ The people then 
have to behave themselves on 
duty,” he said. “And if off-duty 
you get yourself arrested in 
some brawl, then yeah, you’re 
in trouble.” ▼

Unprecedented workshops 
to teach people effective 
methods of commiting suicide 
are scheduled to occur in San 
Francisco next month, the 
Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. 

Derek Humphries, author 
of the controversial best-sell¬ 
ing suicide manual Final 
Exit, is scheduled to appear 
in the Castro on June 17 and 
18 to lecture about how — and 
how not to — commit suicide. 
The event is being organized 
by the local chapter of the 
Hemlock Society. A specific 
location in the Castro has not 
yet been announced for the 
workshops, which are said to 
be the first of their kind any¬ 
where in the country. 

Euthanasia will be the 
next major civil rights issue 
to embroil the gay and les¬ 
bian community, predicted 
members of several free- 
thought organizations who 
gathered in San Francisco 
last weekend for a sympo¬ 
sium on secular humanism. 
The basis of the prediction is 
a widespread belief that 
many PWAs are committing 
suicide during the late stages 
of AIDS. 

“The religious right is los¬ 
ing focus on abortion,” said 
Jay Martin, president of the 
Humanist Community in San 
Francisco, in a Bay Area Re¬ 
porter interview. “The new 
target is gays in the military 
and gay civil rights. Before 
too long, the right-to-die is go¬ 
ing to become part of this.” 


Stephen Jameson, presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco 
chapter of Hemlock Society, 
told the B.A.R. that many 
PWAs are attempting, and 
failing, suicide attempts, re¬ 
sulting in severe and unne¬ 
cessary physical agony. 

“We’ve seen too many 
botched attempts,” Jameson 
said. “People need to plan 
their deaths thoughtfully and 
carefully. This is why we 
need to bring this issue out of 
the closet.” 

During the sessions with 
Humphries, terminally ill peo¬ 
ple and their loved ones will 
have the opportunities to ask

Jordan Press Rep: $56M in Health 
Cuts Won't 'Critically Affect' Lives

The $56 million in cuts or¬ 
dered for the Health Depart¬ 
ment’s proposed $624 million 
budget “will not critically af¬ 
fect” patients’ lives, a spokes¬ 
person for Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan said this week. 

“Obviously, [neither] the 
mayor nor anyone else wants 
to see people die because of a 
lack of services,” Jordan’s 
press secretary Noah Griffin 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Griffin defended the may¬ 
or against charges by doctors 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital that Jordan’s propos¬ 
al to cut half of SFGH’s annu¬ 
al outpatient visits a year 
would lead to the deaths of 
poor and indigent patients 
whose medical conditions 
could worsen because of a 
lack of care. 

Griffin said that Jordan 
was interested in seeing statis¬ 
tics to back up claims made 
by Dick Fein, M.D., former 
chief of staff at San Francisco 
General Hospital, and others. 

Fein and other physicians 
at San Francisco General tes¬ 
tified before the Health Com¬ 
mission last week in opposi¬ 
tion to Scenario V, a proposal 
for cuts made by Health De¬ 
partment Director Ray Bax¬ 
ter based on Jordan’s call for 
deeper cuts in the Health De¬ 
partment budget. 

“If the statistics are at vari¬ 
ance with the statistics were 
seeing from Ray Baxter, we 
will take a look at that,” Grif¬ 
fin told the B.A.R. 

Baxter has proposed a 25 
percent reduction in Health 
Department primary care ser¬ 
vices, including the reduction 
of acute care beds at San 
Francisco General Hospital; 
reduction of skilled nursing 
beds at Laguna Honda Hospi¬ 
tal; and a 30 percent reduc-

tion in outpatient mental 
health and substance abuser 
services, including services 
for injection drug users. 

“These cuts are extremely 
painful and will result in 
thousands of individuals no 
longer receiving services. 
Nonetheless, they represent 
our best professional judg¬ 
ment about what can be done, 
given the grave circum¬ 
stances,” Baxter testified to the 
Health Commission. 

Griffin said that Jordan is 
faced with a $188 million bud¬ 
get deficit, and that the 
Health Department has the 
largest budget of any depart¬ 
ment in San Francisco and 
that “ad hominem” attacks on 
Jordan are “unfortunate and 
shortsighted.” 

Jordan has been forced to 
make $500 million in cuts be¬ 
cause of budget woes over the 


last 15 months — more than 
any mayor in the city’s histo¬ 
ry, according to Griffin. He 
also noted that Jordan has 
held an unprecedented nine 
community meetings through¬ 
out San Francisco in recent 
weeks, for citizens to discuss 
budget concerns. 

Griffin told the B.A.R. 
that Jordan has considered ev¬ 
ery suggestion about revenue 
enhancement and ways to re¬ 
duce city costs without fur¬ 
ther cuts in services, but said 
appeals to emotionalism 
“won’t play this year, no mat¬ 
ter how meritorious,” because 
of the seriousness of the 
deficit. 

Griffin said that under the 
city charter, Jordan cannot tell 
city departments where to 
make budget reductions: the 
mayor can only set a dollar 
amount of required cuts, 
which are then made by the 
department heads. 

Griffin said that Jordan 
particularly wanted cuts to 
start at middle management 
levels and not at services. 

The Health Department 
has eliminated 39 positions 
and downgraded nine others, 
for a total of 47 out of 210 se¬ 
nior and middle managers, to 
meet the goal of saving more 
than $3.2 million. 

Baxter has also proposed 
he and other Health Depart¬ 
ment executives take a 5 per¬ 
cent voluntary pay cut; that 
Health Department employ¬ 
ees be charged $85 a month 
in parking fees; and that an¬ 
nual cost of living increases 
for community service organi¬ 
zations be eliminated. 

Baxter currently makes 
more than $100,000 a year as 
Health Department director. 

The Health Commission 
approved Baxter’s proposed 
budget and forwarded it to 
Jordan on May 11. ▼ 


AIDS Candlelight 
Vigil Announced

The Tenth Annual AIDS 
memorial Candlelight Vigil 
will be held of May 23 in cities 
throughout the world, to com¬ 
memorate those who are living 
with the disease, as well as 
those who have died of it. 

The San Francisco vigil 
will begin with a silent vigil 
from Castro and Market to 
City Hall at 8 p.m. 

An estimated 10,000 people 
are expected to turn out for 
the vigil, according to Paul 
Boneberg, executive director 
of Mobilization Against 
AIDS, the sponsor of the an¬ 
nual memorial. 

Similar commemorations 
will be held in cities around 
the United States and more 
than 100 cities around the 
world, Boneberg told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Boneberg said there is still 
no word whether first lady 
Hillary Clinton will partici¬ 


pate in the event, as did her 
predecessor Barbara Bush. 

“We’ve been trying hard to 
get Mrs. Clinton to partici¬ 
pate, but to date we have not 
had an official response from 
the White House,” Boneberg 
said. 

Boneberg said that he 
knows that the First Lady is 
“extremely sympathetic,” and 
hopes that she will at least 
place lighted candles in the 
White House windows as a 
visible symbol and is hopeful 
that she may also issue a 
statement about the event. 

Former first lady Barbara 
Bush placed lit candles in the 
White House windows to 
mark the occasion for the last 
three years of her husband’s 
term as President. 

According to Boneberg, 
other heads of state plan to 
participate in the vigil. 

“In Dublin, Ireland, the 
President of Ireland will par¬ 
ticipate in an ecumenical ser¬ 
vice in Patrick’s Service. 


That’s never happened before 
— and the heads of state of 
New Zealand and Australia 
will participate in the march. 
It’s become an important in¬ 
ternational event,” he said. 

Some of the more than 100 
international cities that will 
mark the event include 
Prague, Czechoslovakia; Min¬ 
sk, Belorussia; Zagreb, Croat¬ 
ia; Nicosia, Cyprus; Jakarta, 
Indonesia; Tokyo, Japan; Bu¬ 
dapest, Hungary; and Bom¬ 
bay, Delhi, and Calcutta, In¬ 
dia. 

A special focus of this 
year’s event, Boneberg said, 
will be the commemoration 
of those living with HIV and 
AIDS who are in internment 
camps, including the intern¬ 
ment camp in the United 
States at the Naval Base in 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
where more than 100 Haitian 
refugees with HIV or AIDS 
are held in confinement. ▼

In Search of Naked Truth

Police on each side of the 
Bay got an opportunity to in¬ 
terpret California nudity laws 
this weekend when the X- 
Plicit Players, a performing 
arts group, staged a Nude 
Freedom March in Berkeley 
Saturday, and a nude cen¬ 
tipede entered the Bay to 
Breakers Run Sunday, sur¬ 
prising nearly everyone, in¬ 
cluding police. 

In San Francisco, the race, 
unlike any other serious com¬ 
petitive race in the world, is 
also an event with true Cali¬ 
fornia color, combining outra¬ 
geous urban creativity with a 
healthy appreciation of out¬ 
door life “au natural.” Where 
else in the world could one 
find a centipede of parking 
meters competing with an 
Olympic runner? For a few 
free spirits, however, sun 
screen was not enough, as 
San Francisco police arrested 
4 naked men and 2 naked 
women for “disorderly con¬ 
duct.” 

Public Information Officer 
Dave Ambrose told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “They were 
cited under a San Francisco 
park code violation stating, in 
part, that ‘no person shall in 
any park without permission 
of the Park Department ex¬ 
pose his or her genitals, pub¬ 
lic hair, buttocks, perineum, 
anus or public hair region or 
any portion of female breast 
at or or below the aureola.’ 
Arrests were made in re¬ 
sponse to numerous com¬ 
plaints from people who were 
upset that their children were 
exposed to this.” 

According to Ambrose, 
there was no active effort 
planned to enforce this sec¬ 
tion. He added, “We had com¬ 
plaints throughout the whole 
race, and it was unreasonable 
to send police officers into the 
crowd to make a non-threat¬ 
ening misdemeanor arrest. 
That’s why we waited until 
the finish.” Those arrested 
were cited to appear in court 
June 17. 


Meanwhile, across the bay... 

On the other side of the 
bay, in Berkeley, police were 
not surprised when naked 
members of X-Plicit players 
were joined by onlookers who 
took off their clothes and 
made human sculptures on 
the lawn of Provo-MLK Park 
during the First Amendment 
Festival held this weekend to 
protest restrictions on free- 
speech at UC-Berkeley. Ap¬ 
proximately ten demonstra¬ 
tors reveled in the warm af¬ 
ternoon sun, generously ap¬ 
plying sunscreen, singing 
nude freedom songs and 
dancing on a large blanket 
comprised of the words, Free¬ 
dom of Speech, while photog¬ 
raphers crowded in snapping 
close-ups. 

“We don’t have a special 
ordinance covering nudity,” 
said Lieutenant Tom Grant, 
Press Information Officer for 
the Berkeley Police Depart¬ 
ment, “We rely on the penal 
code. Case law interpretations 
require that more than just 
showing be done. The local 
district attorney has given an 
opinion that there has to be 
calling attention to the geni¬ 
tals by handling, touching or 
showing in some way.” 

Berkeley police Sergeant 
S. Fleming was on hand to 


observe the activities for a 
while, and when she deter¬ 
mined that arrests were not 
called for, explained, “Nudity 
in California is not illegal. 
The California Supreme 
Court handed down its deci¬ 
sion that nudity in itself is not 
illegal.” 

When asked if it is a mat¬ 
ter of community standards, 
she replied “No, it has noth¬ 
ing to do with that. It has to 
do with the actual behaviors.” 
Debbie Moore, head of X- 
Plicit Players, noted that part 
of the purpose of the event is 
to clarify the difference be¬ 
tween lewd behavior and 
touch that is nude and legal. 
A male member of the troupe 
added that it’s illegal for men 
to show an erection in public. 

One of Moore’s songs, the 
“Breast Freedom Song,” calls 
attention to another differ¬ 
ence in the way men’s and 
women’s bodies are viewed, 
singing “Everybody has a 
breast, Equal by law to be un¬ 
dressed, A breast is just a

Women's Health Care 
Forum This Thursday

A forum on the status of 
women’s health care services 
in San Francisco will be held 
May 20 from 7-9 p.m., at the 
Women’s Building, located at 
3543 18th Street. 

The forum is tongue-in- 
cheekily entitled “The Status 
of Women’s Health Care Ser¬ 
vices in San Francisco: Co¬ 
matose?” and will address vi¬ 
tal health care issues impact¬ 
ing local women, including 
ways to increase funding for 
breast cancer research and 
low-cost prevention services; 
domestic violence; substance 
abuse; and chronic diseases 
such as Chronic Fatigue Im¬ 
mune Dysfunction Syndrome 
Disorder, cancer, and AIDS. 

A discussion on ways to 
provide lesbian- and bisexual- 
sensitive health care will also 
be part of the forum. 

Specialists in local wom¬ 
en’s health, including the 
Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Center’s Executive Director 
Marj Plumb, will describe the 


city budget progress for wom¬ 
en’s health programs and ex¬ 
plain how people can become 
advocates for such services. 

Lisa Stanley, the commu¬ 
nity liaison for Iris Center,will 
explain the agency’s multi¬ 
cultural and lesbian-sensitive 
substance abuse and mental) 
health programs. 

Deborah Lee, of the CFIDS 
Foundation, will discuss the 
disease and and how it impacts 
women and lesbians speci¬ 
fically. 

Other speakers will in¬ 
clude Melissa Marsh of the 
AIDS in Youth Advocacy 
Project and Bonnie Wheatley 
of the Women in Cancer Pro¬ 
ject. 

The forum is presented by 
the Women’s Health Commit¬ 
tee of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/Gay/Bisexual Democratic 
Club and “will serve as a 
starting point to form a work¬ 
ing group of people who want 
to improve women’s health 
services in the city,” said 
Katie Dwight, a spokesperson 
for the committee. ▼

we are saying is that we will 
work with Shanti to move the 
services to another provider.” 

Shanti Project has not 
been officially notified of the 
AIDS Office’s decision to dis¬ 
band the housing project, said 
Communication Director Pe¬ 
ter Cassels. Interim Executive 
Director Paul Lambros did 
not return calls for this arti¬ 
cle. 

On Monday, May 17, four 
days after the B.A.R. was 
first notified by an AIDS Of¬ 
fice staff member of the deci¬ 
sion to strip Shanti of its 
housing contracts, the agency 
issued a press release an¬ 
nouncing it would continue to 
provide housing services, a 
position it has reiterated in re¬ 
cent newspaper advertise¬ 
ments. 

“Perhaps the point of con¬ 
fusion is because we have not 
yet been notified of any deci¬ 
sions by the AIDS Office or 
what Dr. Katz plans to say at 
Monday’s meeting,” said Cas¬ 
sels, in a B.A.R. interview. 
“We have not been made 
aware of a final decision.” 

Sources inside the health 
department have told the 
B.A.R. that the AIDS Office 
has only begun considering 
what agencies might be will¬ 
ing or able to oversee Shanti’s 
programs, and a decision 
could be several weeks away. 

The $2.2 million worth of 
government contracts Shanti 
is losing represents more than 
40 percent of its $5.3 million 
budget. The contracts include 
long-term housing, such as 
Shanti House, around-the- 
clock care for PWAs with de¬ 
mentia, subsidies for PWAs 
to find their own housing, 
housing for families and indi¬ 
viduals to live alone, a hous¬ 
ing resource network, and the 
recruitment and training of 
volunteers who work with 
Shanti residents. 

The Shanti Project has 
been under public scrutiny 
since March, when the AIDS 
Office issued an audit that re¬ 
vealed the agency had mis¬ 
managed at least $2.7 million 
worth of contracts during the 
1991-1992 fiscal year. Soon af¬ 
ter the audit became public, 
Shanti’s executive director, 
assistant director, and board 
of directors president re¬ 
signed. The bulk of the mis¬ 
management concerned bil¬ 
ling the AIDS Office for ser¬ 
vices that either didn’t exist 
or weren’t being performed, 
and failing to collect and doc¬ 
ument rent received from 
clients. 

At least 25 of Shanti’s 76 
paid employees will either 
lose their jobs altogether or

have a new employer Dy Oc¬ 
tober 1, due to the housing 
program transfer. Cassels said 
he is hopeful that whatever 
agency or agencies get the 
contracts will hire the former 
Shanti staff. 

“We had been told that if 
we lost our housing contracts, 
then the AIDS Office would 
try to absorb the housing pro¬ 
gram into one single agency 
and recommend hiring the 
same staff,” said Cassells. 

The Shanti Project staff 
that does not work in housing 
could also be facing layoffs. 
The current financial scandal 
has cost the agency hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in 
fundraising revenues. Non¬ 
profit organizatons project 
their budget at the beginning 
of each fiscal year based on 
fundraising projections, and 
Shanti is downsizing its pro¬ 
jections significantly. 

In June 1992, Shanti pro¬ 
jected a budget for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year of $6.0 mil¬ 
lion. In March, the figure was 
downsized to $5.6 million and 
again to $5.3 million earlier 
this month. 

Shanti annually receives 
more than 100 bequeaths and 
corporate and foundation 
grants that total more than 
$500,000. Without providing 
housing services, it will no 
longer meet the requirements 
for many of these grants. 
The agency also received 
$575,000 in contributions from 
the United Way last year. 
The United Way still con¬ 
tributes, but people who do¬ 
nate designate the charities of 
their choice, and later this 
year the organization may or 
may not be in for a gigantic 
loss from this funding source. 

Shanti became famous for 
the housing it provides to 
PWAs. Now it is losing that 
program along with 40 per¬ 
cent of the budget and a third 
of the staff. It is an organiza¬ 
tion in debt, in a fundraising 
crisis, and in court. Still, it 
will remain a mammoth insti¬ 
tution among the city’s AIDS 
service providers. The agency 


will retain more than $900,000 
in government contracts to 
provide counseling, trans¬ 
portation, informational and 
recreational services. While 
fundraising is in deep trouble, 
many individual and corpo¬ 
rate contributors have re¬ 
mained loyal. Shanti is not 
dead. 

“I haven’t done the math 
yet,” said Cassels. “But even 
without the housing we 
would have much more than 
half of everything in place.” 

While Cassels said that 
Shanti was unsure if it would 
lose the housing program, the 
organization has, for several 
weeks, been preparing for the 
worst. Changes are occurring 
in the housing program, and 
some residents suspect it is 
because Shanti doesn’t want 
to be further embarassed dur¬ 
ing the transition to new orga¬ 
nizations. 

Shanti residents, who have 
complained in previous 
B.A.R. articles about prob¬ 
lems with general mainte- 
nence, said these conditions 
have improved. Doors and 
windows are being fixed, and 
toiletries and pharmacuticals 
are being supplied on time. 

A resident, who asked the 
B.A.R. that he not be identi¬ 
fied, said the housing staff has 
been extremely grumpy and 
is on a witch hunt to identify 
and evict drug users. He said 
they are asking residents to 
name other residents that 
smoke marijuana in their bed¬ 
rooms. The AIDS Office does 
not interfere with the drug 
policies of organizations, but 
the federal government can 
seize the property of an orga¬ 
nization where a drug law is 
violated. 

Richard Gillestie, a Shanti 
resident from 1986 to 1990, 
said in a B.A.R. interview 
that it was common for peo¬ 
ple to smoke marijuana in 
their bedrooms. The staff has 
always ignored anything but 
flagrant drug use until now, 
he said, out of compassion for 
the PWA.T 


University of California for 
going to classes naked, as be¬ 
ing an inspiration for the 
work of X-Plicit Players.

Shanti Set To Sue Auditors, Asks for a Year To Repay $

Shanti Project wants a 
year to repay $311,000 it owes 
the city, has hired a presti¬ 
gious law firm to represent 
the non-profit agency in re¬ 
covering the funds, and says 
it has insurance to cover the 
debt — maybe. 

The cash owed to the city 
represents unauthorized ex¬ 
penditures that were made 
from $2.7 million the agency 
received in contracts to pro¬ 
vide housing service to 150 
people with AIDS for the 

1991- 92 fiscal year. According 
to Shanti Project interim Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Paul Lam- 
bros, the figure is only pre¬ 
liminary. 

A clearer picture of just 
where Shanti spent the mon¬ 
ey will emerge when an inde¬ 
pendent financial audit by 
Coopers and Lybrand, due in 
the Health Department’s 
AIDS Office by October 1, is 
completed. Shanti must also 
submit budget reconciliations 
for all city contracts, includ¬ 
ing funds provided for its 
emotional and practical sup¬ 
port and transportation ser¬ 
vices, to the AIDS office by 
June 1. 

“We have instituted en¬ 
hanced financial controls in¬ 
cluding additional computers, 
new accounting software, and 
experienced financial person¬ 
nel,” Shanti Board of Direc¬ 
tors Chair-Elect Doug Hol¬ 
loway wrote to AIDS Office 
Director Mitchell Katz, in a 
letter jointly signed with out¬ 
going chair Gayling Gee. 

Holloway said in the letter 
that the Shanti board has met 
with its former auditors and 
has received workpapers re¬ 
lated to their audit of the 

1992- 93 fiscal year. 

Holloway, chair of the 

AIDS Service Providers Net¬ 
work, a Wells Fargo Bank ex¬ 
ecutive, and former chair of 
the Shanti board, replaced 
Gee as chair two weeks ago. 

Holloway is credited with 
saving the agency during a 
crisis in the mid-1980s when 
Jim Geary, the agency’s for¬ 
mer executive director, was 


forced to resign after the city 
threatened to pull its funding 
of the agency because of con¬ 
cerns about management and 
quality of service. 

Although the agency has 
launched a public relations 
program to “reactivate donor 
giving,” Holloway said the 
agency will not ask the public 
to foot the bill for the money. 

“As you know, we are ag¬ 
gressively pursuing our rights 
against our former accoun¬ 
tant,” Holloway wrote Katz. 
“Furthermore, we have insur¬ 
ance which we believe will 
provide coverage for the 
recovery of the amounts in 
question.” 

The agency’s former ac¬ 
counting firm, Antonini Pro¬ 
fessional Services, billed 
Shanti Project $16,000 for a fi¬ 
nancial records audit it con¬ 
ducted for the 1991-92 fiscal 
year, but apparently failed to 
conduct an appropriate audit. 

Shanti originally claimed 
to the AIDS office that it did 
not have the financial exper¬ 
tise to track how it spent city 
funds by department, but lat¬ 
er submitted records to the 
department indicating it did 
have the capability, despite its 
earlier claim. 

Critics charge the funds in 
question were used to inap¬ 
propriately pay salaries and 
administrative costs within 
the agency and not on hous¬ 
ing program services. 

Shanti spokesman Peter 
Cassells told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he “was unable 
to comment” on the matter 
beyond a press statement is¬ 
sued on May 14, and referred 
questions to attorney Martin 
Fineman of Brobeck, Phleger, 
and Harrison. 

Fineman, however, told 
the B.A.R. that “the policy of 
the organization is to route 
calls through the authorized 
spokesperson” and referred 
calls about possible legal ac¬ 
tion or how it intends to re¬ 
coup the funds to Cassells, 
who then declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

The plan to replay the 
money within a year follows 
the April resignations of 


The Newest Problem: 
Young Men and HIV

San Francisco health offi¬ 
cials released a study Tues¬ 
day, May 18, that showed an 
“alarming” number of young 
male residents are infected 
with HIV. 

Dr. Mitchell Katz, head of 
the city’s health department’s 
AIDS office, said the results 
showed that a lot of work 
needed to be done to prevent 
AIDS from spreading. 

“The high rates of HIV in¬ 
fection, especially among 
African-American youth, and 
the high rate of risk behaviors 
among young men having sex 
with men in all ethnic groups, 
indicates that the department 
needs increased prevention 
campaigns aimed at youth,” 
he said. “The results are 
alarmingly high.” 

The survey of 474 young 
men, age 17 to 22, was con¬ 
ducted at dance clubs, bars, 
and parks throughout the city 


and in Berkeley. The study 
found that 9.4 percent of the 
young gay men asked were 
infected with HIV. 

When the responses were 
broken down by ethnic 
groups, the study revealed 
that 21.2 percent of the black 
respondents said they were 
infected, 9.5 percent of the 
Hispanic, 8.3 percent of the 
Indians and 8.1 percent of the 
Caucasians. 

Of those asked, 33 percent 
said they had engaged in un¬ 
protected sex. 

The San Francisco Health 
Department also projected 
that an estimated 880 boys 
and men between the ages of 
12 and 25 were currently liv¬ 
ing with the HIV in the city, 
representing 1 percent of the 
age group. 

However, the agency calcu¬ 
lated that only 17 percent 
were currently seeking treat¬ 
ment. ▼ 


Shanti’s Executive Director 
Eric Rofes and Deputy Direc¬ 
tor Melinda Paras, shortly af¬ 
ter the AIDS Office released 
an audit of Shanti’s eight 
housing service contracts. 

The audit revealed that 
during the 1991-92 fiscal year, 
Shanti mis-spent city funds 
and charged the Health De¬ 
partment for housing that 
was not in use or didn’t exist; 
charged clients 25 percent of 
their income as rent but 
failed to report the funds; and 
diverted $160,000 of federal 
funds earmarked for the 
Housing Resource Network 
to other programs, in viola¬ 
tions of local state and federal 
regulations. 

While Shanti can already 
lay claim to the largest finan¬ 
cial scandal involving an 
AIDS organization to ever oc¬ 
cur in San Francisco, the 
quagmire is still unresolved. 
The AIDS Office, after two 
and a half months of inquiry, 
is unable to determine exactly 
how much rent should have 
been received from clients. 
The organization’s taxes for 
the fiscal year ending June, 
1992, have still not been filed 
with the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Thus far, a continuing au¬ 
dit into the $2.7 million worth 
of mismanaged contracts has 
revealed that Shanti owes the 
city more than $300,000. The 
agency, which has asked for a 
year to recompensate the 
money, does not have the sav¬ 
ings to repay the debt. 


Even if Shanti liquidated 
all its property it would still 
be in debt. According to tax 
forms, inspected by the 
B.A.R ., the resale value of all 
its property and equipment 
was $103,000 as of June, 1991. 

Someone has to pay 

On Monday, Shanti an¬ 
nounced in a press release that 
it will not solicit donations to 
repay the debt. 

Cassels said that Shanti is 
hoping to get the money by 
winning litigation against An¬ 
tonini. Th accounting firm 
charged Shanti almost $16,000 
for audits that investigators 
said violated federal guide¬ 
lines for accounting pro¬ 
cedures. It is uncertain how 
much of Shanti’s mismanage¬ 
ment would have been caught 
if the audit had been perform¬ 
ed correctly. 

Under federal liability 
laws, otherwise known as 
Tort, an entity deemed only 
one percent responsible for 
fiscal mismanagement can be 
liable for 100 percent of mon¬ 
etary damages. In other 
words, because Shanti Project 
is financially insolvent, An¬ 
tonini Professional Corpora¬ 
tion may end up paying all 
money the agency owes the 
city. However, the lawsuit 
could be litigated for several 
years and Shanti might lose. 
In which case, Cassels said he 
did not know what other av¬ 
enues Shanti would pursue to 


repay the money. 

The legal battle between 
Shanti Project and its ac¬ 
counting firm may leave a 
bigger impact on San Francis¬ 
co than any work it has ever 
accomplished for PWAs. 

Accountants, lawyers, and 
other professionals who have 
charged for services or donat¬ 
ed free services to AIDS orga¬ 
nizations are now going to 
view these organizations as a 
liability risk, said Ed McFad- 
den, a former employee of 
the San Francisco firm Har¬ 
vey Rose Accountancy Corpo¬ 
ration, in a B.A.R. interview. 

“There’s going to be a 
whole lot of accountants that 
are suddenly going to become 
too busy,” said McFadden. “If 
they [Antonini Professional 
Corporation] fight it out in 
court and win, or are guilty, 
or settle out of court to avoid 
bad press, which is likely, 
non-profits everywhere are 
going to be sorely tarnished 
by this.” 

Founded in 1974 to care 
for people with terminal ill¬ 
ness, Shanti Project began 
caring exclusively for people 
with AIDS in 1982. 

Last month, more than 650 
volunteers provided 7,000 
hours of one-to-one practical 
and emotional support to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and their 
loved one through Shanti’s 
Volunteer Services Program. 

The agency provides 150 
people with AIDS housing 
through its housing service 
program. ▼

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Madness and Anger 

It seems that we have two choices: either we can be afraid, 
or we can be very, very angry. The government proved its 
contempt for us again, in a dozen ways this week, and if we 
don’t get angry soon we may deserve whatever comes next. 

The week began with the U.S. Army punishing its Soldier 
of the Year for coming out of the closet. Simply booting him 
out of the service was not enough: Jose Zuniga’s “superiors” — 
a word we really hate to apply to the childish brats in question 
— busted Zuniga in rank on a completely trumped-up charge. 

In so doing, they showed that merit is a meaningless con¬ 
cept in the Army. For the honorable Zuniga to be treated so 
shabbily just shows that when push comes to shove, we in the 
lesbian and gay community can expect nothing but hostility 
from the armed forces that are paid to protect us. 

Of course, we knew that: we’re still reeling from the testi¬ 
mony by so-called “heroes” Norman Schwarzkopf and Fred 
Peck, to the Senate Armed Services Committee. 

Peck told Sam Nunn and the Nunnsuches that if his gay son 
served in the military, he could be killed by his fellow soldiers 
for being gay. That was shocking, but not compared with his 
next statement: “I won’t say if that’s right or wrong, it’s just 
how things are.” For Fred Peck to not know the death of any 
innocent son is wrong makes us very concerned about his abil¬ 
ity to tell right from wrong in Somalia or anywhere else. 

Schwarzkopf, on the other hand, managed to weave back 
and forth between various positions: that servicemembers can¬ 
not be persuaded to work around and live around lesbians and 
gays without being driven to extreme anti-social behavior (and, 
implicitly, that such behavior is not their fault); and — within 
a second or two of stating the former position — that those 
same servicemembers learn that if they are racist upon enter¬ 
ing the service they must get over it, and ditto when it comes 
to sexual harassment. (Tailhook, of course, shows the latter 
statement to be self-delusion at best and perjury at worst.) 

We do not understand how the military can believe it is ca¬ 
pable of changing one prejudice but is simply helpless to do 
anything about its homophobia. No, that’s not true: we do un¬ 
derstand, and we find it horrifyingly sinister. 

Which is why we think people should be angry. 

Another reason is that another town in Oregon has passed 
another anti-gay resolution. Please, please, do not ignore this 
creeping tide of legislated hatred; be aware of the parallels to 
Nazi Germany. We know we’ve said it before, but we’re afraid 
the message is lost in these comparatively comfortable times. 
All we can say is that, to those living at the eve of World War 
II, those were modern times, too. Just because it’s today doesn’t 
mean we can’t suffer in the same ways as yesteryear. 

Be angry. 

Be angry at Jesse Helms, too, and his crap about Roberta 
Achtenberg. Tell everyone how angry you are: your parents, 
friends, total strangers. Let the word get out that we are no 
longer simply a gentle loving people: we’re really, really angry. 

And the thing is, there is so much more for Helms and the 
government to be concerned with: we live in a time when Lit¬ 
tle Leaguers kill each other after a sandlot game; jobs and 
housing are in such short supply that entire generations of 
Americans have never had one of either to truthfully call their 
own; diseases are running rampant; and the nation’s residents 
cry out for leadership. And all those “leaders” can do is isolate 
one group — that’s us, folks — and treat us like the problem. 

Be angry. 

As for the Barney Frank compromise, we aren’t crazy about 
it. We’ve spoken with a number of people who consider it a 
foot in the door, and therefore better than nothing. We tend 
to disagree, considering that house slaves had their feet in the 
doors of plantations, but that didn’t prevent them from being 
beaten, sold, and killed at the whim of their masters. 

We think if the Pentagon has no choice but to admit to crip¬ 
pling homophobia, something would be done about it at once. 
The issue is not whether we are fit to serve in the military ma¬ 
chine, but whether the machine is broken. Clearly, there is a 
problem there, and we resent like hell having to pay taxes to 
prop up an organization that is so incapable of keeping itself 
in running order. We say, throw the bastards out: Nunn, Aspin, 
Schwarzkopf, Peck: the whole lot of them, starting with who¬ 
ever ordered Zuniga’s demotion. 

Right now, whoever that was is probably chortling to his 
buddies about how he screwed the gay guy. And as far as we 
know, that’s still a punishable offense. We demand justice. ▼

The Leadership of State is Sunk

The Santa Rosa Luther Burbank Rose 
Parade successfully completed its annual 
parade Saturday May 15, 1993. This pa¬ 
rade contained 200 floats, marching 
bands, and VIPs, and included 22 veter¬ 
ans groups. The diversity of the units 
was equal to the diversity of the specta¬ 
tors: families, young and old, teenage stu¬ 
dents and college students, all races, vet¬ 
erans and non-veterans ... you name it 
and they were there. Thousands of plain 
every day American people. 

In the group of 22 veterans organiza¬ 
tions was one made up of three women 
and seventeen men. They were not lost 
in the maze of veterans, they had their 
own identity equally with all the other 
groups. They were gay and lesbian 
wartime veterans with a banner stating 
so. In addition, they carried the rainbow 
flag, also called the gay flag. This local 
group of veterans belong to Veterans 
C.A.R.E., Redwood Empire, and have 
membership in the Sonoma Country 
United Veterans Council. 

Senator Nunn should have been there 
to witness the acceptance of this group 
by the every day, honest working Amer¬ 
icans. There was applause the entire 
length of the march. 

This response was the pulse of Amer¬ 
ica, and differed greatly from Senator 
Nunn’s biased hearings and the orches¬ 


trated phone and letter campaigns by the 
religious right and the hate network. 

Is this a message to Senator Nunn? 

The real message to the senator is that 
leadership in the military is the key 
word. Having served in the Navy from 
1942 through 1963, as an enlisted man 
and an officer, I was continuously taught 
that leadership came from the top down. 
As I obtained more authority and respon¬ 
sibility, I also was required to answer for 
the conduct and morale of those under 
my command. I never had a vote or 
choice as to who I would obey or com¬ 
mand. My oath to support and defend 
the Constitution, and to obey the orders 
of the President of the United States was 
the final word. 

Admiral Crowe, former Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff under the Rea¬ 
gan and Bush administration, said re¬ 
cently that the opponents to lifting the 
ban are basing their arguments more on 
emotions than reason and the military 
can adjust to the lifting of the ban. His 
former military aid and current press 
secretary, Jay Coupe, said that “the admi¬ 
ral dismisses out of hand the claims that 
the military can’t cope with this.” More 
import was his comment quoting the ad¬ 
miral, that “troop morale and unit cohe¬ 
sion are shaped largely by military lead¬ 
ers and not necessarily by life style, eth¬ 
nic background, or personal beliefs of 
other soldiers or sailors.”

Peck-ing Disorder 

The recent testimony before the Senate by Marine 
Col. Fred Peck has received major media 
attention, including the front pages of the Chronicle 
and Examiner. The fact that this man has a son who 
is gay may be ironic given the colonel’s stand against 
lifting the military ban on gay men and lesbians. But 
the reporting has gone beyond that irony and seems 
to be casting him in the role of an expert witness by 
virtue of his son’s sexual orientation. 

In his testimony, which was covered by C-SPAN, 
Col. Peck said he did not believe there is a place for 
his son in the military, and went on to express fear that 
in time of war, his gay son’s life would be in jeopardy— 
not from enemy fire, but from American troops who 
would use the cover of a war zone to kill a fellow 
soldier because he is gay. He even referred to a term 
for this type of killing, fragging. 

Col. Peck then made this statement: “I am not say¬ 
ing that is wrong, or that is right. I am just saying it 
is reality.” 

While I am disappointed that Col. Peck and others 
cannot see the basic injustice in continuing the 
military ban, I find it even more alarming that a 
Marine officer cannot distinguish between right and 
wrong when it comes to the murder of one American 
soldier by another. 

I am disgusted by the arguments being put forth in 
support of keeping the ban on gays and lesbians ser¬ 
ving openly in the armed forces. Since their main con¬ 
cern seems to be the threat to morale and good 
conduct, it is the height of hypocrisy to suggest that 
all these otherwise well-behaved and moral heteosex- 
ual soldiers and sailors would suddenly be moved to 
physically abuse or murder their openly gay com¬ 
rades. Excuse me, senators, but if the U.S. military is 
suddenly going to disintegrate because of people like 
Joe Zuniga and Margarethe Cammermeyer coming 
out of the closet, then you’ve got a lot more to worry 
about than dropping your soap in the shower! 

And please, will Senators Kerry, Boxer et al. stop 
referring to Senators Nunn, Thurmond et al. as their 
“distinguished colleagues.” Parliamentary etiquette 
notwithstanding, it would be far more accurate to ad¬ 
dress these dinosaurs as “my bigoted and medieval 
colleagues.”

More on the "Queer" Theme 

In some by-gone era, the pink triangle was a sym¬ 
bol of oppression used to separate us from the general 
population, to be rounded up and exterminated later. 
Now, it is a symbol of pride. 

The lesbian, gay, bi, transgender community has a 
wonderful history of, to quote Lennon/McCartney, 
“tak(ing) a sad song and mak(ing) it better.” So it is with 
the word “queer.” Once a term that was strictly 
derogatory, it is now heading down the road of respec¬ 
tability. Like the pink triangle before it, queer is mak¬ 
ing the journey not by the urging of our detractors, but 
by members of the community itself. As the communi¬ 
ty continues to recognize its diversity, a single word 
to encompass that diversity has become a legitimate 
need; queer popped up at the right place, at the right 
time. 

I see this as just another progression any word of 
the language is prone to make, if the need arises for 
it to make it. Once upon a time, some homophobe 
decided that faggot was needed to describe gay men. 
And so it took on that meaning. An older definition 
of faggot is, to quote Webster’s II, “a bundle of twigs, 
sticks or branches bound together.”

Spin Doctors 

The “Spin Doctors” was insightful and entertain¬ 
ing. It shows people what type of approach is 
employed by DJs in their clubs. The only thing that 
I noticed that was not focused on in the article is that 
far too many of the current crop of DJs depend on the 
BPM approach (beats per minute) and totally neglect 
the fact that the emotional content of music is what 
holds a crowd. Period. And yes, I am an authority on 
the subject. The first generation DJs of the 70s (me) 
realized that our crowds, unlike the polite crowds of 
today, were capable of throwing things at the DJ if the 
music failed to satisfy. There was little room for mak¬ 
ing mistakes at a time when the weekend was the only 
time that a (closeted) drag queen could let her hair 
down. And if you screwed up, they read you merciless¬ 
ly. Either that or the floor emptied. Some would call 
that attitude, but it made you look at your crowd to 
see how they’re responding to the song. This is a fail¬ 
ing of many DJs now. They have a “program” and they 
are going to play it song by song, no matter what. The 
creative approach holds that if you have a set going 
and the crowd is responding, you do not change the 
music, period. You let the crowd know by your next 
song that you are aware of their interest. This is the 
only way you hold people for more than one hour, 
something I am aware is missing at least one place 
mentioned in the article. 

The other point ignored in the article is that there 
is always a core group of dancers who are 
knowledgeable about the music, its emotional feeling 
and the rhythm. They are the people to catch, initial¬ 
ly, because it is their energy that pulls the rest of the 
club onto the floor, especially when a new song comes 
in, and the “non dancers” desert in droves. The core 
group, as dancers, will not walk off the floor because 
a song is new, in fact, they thrive on that. It brings out 
their creativity in dancing to a song they haven’t danc¬ 
ed to 50 times before. This is a creative field, and if 
you cannot contact your own heart while playing 
music, how can you expect to draw others for long? 
Many kudos to Nikki Rivera because she knows how 
to watch her crowd. As for the male DJs, I know a cou¬ 
ple of them (by dancing to them) and I think they must 
be getting orders from their bosses, because, par¬ 
ticularly at Pleasuredome, as opposed to two years 
ago, the music lacks feeling and soul. 

It is pure sound, and technique. Keep it up, Nikki. 
You’ll succeed even better with your approach. Again, 
kudos for this article. It is long overdue.

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Oh, Mary, Don't Ask — Or Tell 


A s we near the the July 
15 deadline for the 
promised presidential 
executive order over¬ 
turning the ban against gays 
and lesbians serving openly in 
the military, more and more 
gay rights groups and their 
supporters — both in and out 
of Congress — fear that Presi¬ 
dent Clinton might — just 
might — be forced to settle for 
less than a complete lifting of 
the ban. 

Although no one working 
to reverse the long-held ban is 
publicly throwing in the tow¬ 
el yet, it is beginning to look 
as though Clinton may be 
forced to accept a compro¬ 
mise. While gay groups and 
Capitol Hill supporters 
protest that settling for the 
options the Pentagon is ex¬ 
pected to offer in July would 
just be “discrimination 
wrapped in a nicer package,” 
it looks like Clinton doesn’t 
have the support he would 
need in Congress; he might 
be forced to settle for one of 
two “compromises,” one of 
which would keep many 
parts of the current “interim” 
policy wherein military re¬ 
cruits aren’t asked their sexu¬ 
al orientation, but openly de¬ 
clared gays are still banned. 
The second plan — expected 
to be put forth by a Pentagon 
panel of 50 officers and enlist¬ 
ed personnel appointed to de¬ 
vise ways to allow gays to 
serve in the military — would 
allow declared gays and les¬ 
bians to serve in the armed 
forces but would ban 
“homosexual conduct.” 

Would this “half a loaf’ 
compromise work? I doubt it, 
but there might not be any 
other choice. The question re¬ 
mains, however: what will 
happen to the thousands of 
competent and qualified les¬ 
bians and gays now serving in 
the military if others discover 
their sexual orientation? If the 
Pentagon eventually adopts a 
policy that would end the cur¬ 
rent efforts to unmask gays, 
but continue to ban those 
who are open about their sex¬ 
uality — what is being re¬ 
ferred to in Washington as 
the “don’t ask, don’t tell” plan 
— it would definitely signal a 
retreat from President Clin¬ 
ton’s pledge and be seen as a 
defeat for both the president 
and the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. The policy would 
still leave male and female 
military personnel who are 
suspected of being gay open 
for investigation, a continua¬ 
tion of the “witch hunts” that 
result in dismissal from the 
military. Clearly, those who 
are reported by others as be¬ 
ing gay would still be open to 
such investigations — and the 
fundamental issue of discrim¬ 
ination would still exist, at 
least the way this writer 
reads the plan. 

Senator Sam Nunn (D- 
Georgia), the anti-gay chair¬ 
man of the powerful Senate 
Armed Services Committee, 
has objected to the announced 
plans to drop the ban alto¬ 
gether. Despite the White 
House remaining adamant 
that only a total lifting of the 
ban is acceptable, sentiment 
was clearly building on Capi¬ 
tol Hill this week to put the 
gays-in-the-military issue to 
rest by making the “d a, d t” 
policy permanent. Lawmak¬ 
ers in both parties, including 
some longtime supporters of 
gay and lesbian issues, were 
privately saying that they

hope the president will agree 
to that compromise, thereby 
avoiding an unpleasant and 
probably futile political battle. 

In fact, some congressional 
backers of gays were quietly 
telling gay rights groups this 
week that “the votes just 
aren’t there” and predicted 
that if the president insists on 
signing an executive order 
completely lifting the ban, 
Congress — led by Senator 
Nunn and other gay-rights op¬ 
ponents — would pass 
legislation imposing the inter-

im policy, if not ordering a to¬ 
tal reinstatement of the origi¬ 
nal ban. Even Representative 
Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts), one of only two openly 
gay Congressmembers, 
seemed to see the inevitable 
last week when he said the in¬ 
terim policy “makes some 
sense” but leaves open the 
question about what to do 
when the sexual orientation 
of a discreet gay or lesbian is 
discovered. 

“This [interim plan] moves 
in the right direction; it could 
be the basis for agreement,” 
said Frank. Is a half a loaf 
better than none? It’s a matter 
of opinion, I suppose, but 
from where I see it, discrimi¬ 
nation is still discrimination, 
no matter how well it is pack¬ 
aged. 

Senator Nunn and his ho¬ 
mophobic allies on the Armed 
Services Committee paraded 
a long list of military person¬ 
nel, including the decorated 
retired General Norman 
Schwarzkopf, in front of the 
hearing and television cam¬ 
eras last week to warn that, 
among other things, “allowing 
gays into the military increas¬ 
es the risk of AIDS.” That is, 
of course, ridiculous, because 
the Department of Defense al¬ 
ready has a strict HIV testing 
policy and bars new recruits 
with HIV. “Having to share 
showers and sleeping quarters 
with gays will undermine 
morale,” claimed Nunn and 
his cronies; this, too, is non¬ 
sense since the military al¬ 
ready has strict rules govern¬ 
ing improper sexual behavior 
or harassment, although you 
wouldn’t know it by the sto¬ 
ries coming out surrounding 
the infamous Tailhook scandal 
involving nearly 200 hetero¬ 
sexual Navy officers and en¬ 
listed men. 

Nunn and company fur¬ 
ther say the new rules, forbid¬ 
ding the asking of recruits 
about their sexual prefer¬ 
ences, go far enough. Wrong 
again, senator: under these 
rules, thousands of gays and 


lesbians would still be forced 
to live a lie and if they are 
found out to be gay, or if they 
decide to admit they are gay, 
they would still be summarily 
discharged, no matter how 
distinguished their records. 

I’d bet money that Clinton 
will eventually have to capit¬ 
ulate on this issue and accept 
less than he and the gay and 
lesbian community want, but 
he’s still the best friend our 
community has had in the 
White House in recent history 
and I, for one, won’t blame 
him if the Sam Nunns, the 
Colin Powells, and the Strom 
Thurmonds — homophobes, 
all — force this decent man to 
eventually accept the purport¬ 
ed “half a loaf.” While it ad¬ 
mittedly is not enough, it is — 
by far — more than we have 
gotten from any other presi¬ 
dent. 

Bill Clinton, in my eyes, 
will still stand tall.

The run-off race next 
month for mayor of Los An¬ 
geles is getting tough; Presi¬ 
dent Clinton endorsed the 
pro-gay Michael Woo over the 
millionaire, conservative Rea¬ 
gan opponent this week (urge 
all your L.A. friends to back 
Councilman Woo in this one; 
he’s a longtime friend of 
gays.) 

My kind of millionaire: 
Rolling Stone, in a recent 
profile of David Geffen, the 
out-of-the-closet record and 
movie producer and bigtime 
supporter of President Clin¬ 
ton, reported that Geffen re¬ 
cently had his secretary put 
White House Chief of Staff 
Mack McLarty on hold be¬ 
cause he was busy talking to 
guitarist Robbie Robertson.

The Road 
Not Taken

I had no idea I was a les¬ 
bian when I was Cadet 
Boutilier. Echo Compa¬ 
ny, 15th Battalion, 4th 
Training Brigade: our compa¬ 
ny motto was “Death Before 
Dishonor,” and it was hard 
enough to be a woman at 
Fort Knox, let alone a dyke. 

I entered high school the 
year that Gerald Ford went 
against conventional military 
wisdom by ordering the mili¬ 
tary academies to admit wom¬ 
en. By the time I was a high 
school senior, I was proud to 
earn an appointment to the 
United States Military Acade¬ 
my at West Point. 

I was a pacifist, opposed to 
militarization, and I believed 
that the only way to change 
the military was to become 
part of it. As a loyal Ameri¬ 
can, I set my sights on per¬ 
forming the most patriotic act 
I could perform — telling my 
government how offended I 
was by its actions. 

At the time, generals 
seemed more powerful than 
politicians. I envisioned my¬ 
self a career officer, testifying 
before Congress in favor of 
disarmament. I dreamt of 
standing up from the inside 
and saying: Yes, I do know 
our military secrets, and I 
still think we should reduce 
our arsenal. 

So I felt an eerie tug this 
week, as I listened to Former 
U.S. Army Colonel and Chief 
Nurse Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer, and Former U.S. Air 
Force Staff Sergeant Thomas 
Panniccia, testifying before 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee hearings urging 
them to lift the ban on gays 
and lesbians in the military. 
With all the knowledge of in¬ 
siders, there they were per¬ 
forming the most patriotic act 
they could perform — telling 
their government how offen¬ 
sive its actions are. 

I feel connected to these 
hearings in an odd way: I feel 
as though my road not taken 
is being lived out before my 
eyes — and it’s clear that those 
who are living it are feeling 
considerable pain. 

A very last minute change 
of mind caused me to spend 
freshman year living in Har¬ 
vard Yard, often trying to ex¬ 
plain to my Ivy League class¬ 
mates why I spent summer 
vacation at boot camp and 
visited MIT for ROTC classes 
because Harvard had kicked 
ROTC off campus for violat¬ 
ing the school’s non-discrimi¬ 
nation clause protecting gay 
and lesbian students. 

So on one hand I found 
myself having to defend my 
form of patriotism to Harvard 
dormmates, at a time in my 
life when the ban on lesbians 
was a non-issue to me. On the 
other hand, I was dubbed 
“Cadet Harvard” by the Com¬ 
pany Commander at boot 
camp. 

And now, as I look for¬ 
ward to my ten-year college 
reunion in June, I have Gener¬ 
al Colin Powell to look for¬ 
ward to as the featured speak¬ 
er at Commencement. It is 
time to show my loyalty to 
my alma mater by telling 
them how offended I am by 
its actions. The timing of this 
invitation is a slap in every 
lesbian and gay alum’s face.

It was only a few weeks 
ago I was in Washington, cel¬ 
ebrating the strides that the

gay movement has made — 
one of which is becoming a 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
movement that continues to 
work toward inclusion. I 
danced in the shadow of the 
Capitol Building, teeming 
with the optimism that the 
system would include and 
recognize me, us, our de¬ 
mands. We were going to 
make a peaceful revolution by 
working with the system ... 

But more recently, with 
each tidbit that trickles out of 
Washington — words of sena¬ 
tors and generals — I find my¬ 
self recalling boot camp and 
the military’s need for build¬ 
ing cohesion through confor¬ 
mity, and I am less optimistic. 

I found myself recalling a 
quirky little poem I had to re¬ 
cite each time I committed 
the boot camp sin of referring 
to my M-16 as a “gun.” 
(Weapon was the preferred 
word, and rifle was okay, but 
never gun. It was even worse 
than calling a sergeant “sir.”) 

“Your what, Cadet?!” 
Sergeant Grunt would lean 
into my face and sneer. 

“Oh, sorry, Sir ... I mean, 
Sergeant, my weapon.” 

“Be sure you know the dif¬ 
ference, Cadet Haaaarvaaard,” 
was his way of ordering me 
to prove that I did, indeed, 
know the difference. 

A snap to attention, a deep 
breath, and I would bark: “I 
have a weapon, Sergeant, and 
I have a gun. One is for fight¬ 
ing, the other’s for fun.” 

It seems that in the mili¬ 
tary, anatomy and weaponry 
are confused all the time. No 
- wonder those straight men 
are so afraid of gay soldiers. 
My drill sergeant did not 
seem to mind the foolishness 
of the rhyme given the con¬ 
text of a female reciting it. 
The charade we shared relied 
on the extent to which we 
could pretend that I was not a 
woman. It was my job to 
make my gender invisible by 
proving myself to be a man’s 
man. 

Now, imagine an openly 
gay soldier distinguishing be¬ 
tween his rifle and his penis 
for his drill sergeant: “I have 
a weapon. I have a gun. One 
is for fighting, (perhaps 
adding a snap for emphasis) 


the other’s for fun!” 

It’s no wonder that Retired 
Army General Norman 
Schwarzkopf and others sup¬ 
port the ban on gays and les¬ 
bians in the military by blam¬ 
ing the victims of the mili¬ 
tary’s code of bigotry. 

According to Stormin’ 
Norman’s testimony, “when it 
became known in a unit that 
someone was openly homo¬ 
sexual, polarization occurred, 
violence sometimes followed, 
morale broke down, and unit 
effectiveness suffered.” 

Why didn’t Senator Nunn 
ask Schwarzkopf why nothing 
had been done to curb that 
violence? If you’ve known for 
a while about such dissention 
and violence, why have you 
remained silent on this issue 
until now, Sir? Where’s that 
order in the troops you are so 
fond of? Why haven’t educa¬ 
tional programs been set in 
place? What kind of leader¬ 
ship allows gay bashing? Is it 
similar to the leadership that 
covered up the Tailhook ha¬ 
rassment, Sir? 

One of the first educational 
sessions I attended at Fort 
Knox back in the summer of 
1980 was a three-part lecture 
series in a small auditorium. 
My company, consisting most¬ 
ly of men, learned three 
things: 1) rape is a crime and 
men who rape are sick; 2) you 
can get VD if you are not 
careful; and 3) wear a condom 
to avoid getting any women 
pregnant — complete with the 
demonstration of how to put 
a condom on a banana and 
the reminder that it won’t do 
you any good on the banana. 

To my recollection, the 
material ignored the fact that 
a few of us were, indeed, 
women. As a company, we 
were taught not to rape, but 
while nobody had to tell me 
that rapists were sick, I was a 
bit concerned that the room¬ 
ful of my “comrades” needed 
such a reminder. 

The military seems rather 
selective in deciding when 
and when not to acknowledge 
difference. After all, if they 
could ignore that some of us 
were women — and lacked a 
gun, so to speak — why is it so 
difficult to ignore the fact of 
someone’s sexuality? 

And it may be the gun 
metaphor that holds the an¬ 
swer to this puzzle. If women 
don’t have guns, and gay men 
do, what frightens all those 
straight men has to do with

questions about suicide, and 
learn about drug combina¬ 
tions that lead to successful 
suicides. 

“We’ve only talked about 
this issue in general terms,” 
said Humphries, in a B.A.R. 
interview. “This is going be 
an assisted suicide workshop, 
in real nuts and bolts. Many 
people have taken their lives 
with the help of my book. It 
has almost everything you 
need to know.” 

Because the baby boomer 
generation is growing older 
and more than one million 
HIV-positive people are fac¬ 
ing the prospect of a dolorous 
death, the issue of choosing 
when to die is receiving more 
attention than ever before. 
“Do you think terminally ill 
people should have the right 
to terminate their lives?” 
asked Martin. “This is a ques¬ 
tion many gay men are fac¬ 
ing.” 

Cheryl Smith, an attorney 
at the Hemlock Society’s na¬ 
tional headquarters in Eu¬ 
gene, Oregon, said in a B.A.R. 
interview that the gay com¬ 
munity has been neglectful of 
the right-to-die issue. 

“This is definitely an issue 
for the gay community but 
they’ve been unwilling to dis¬ 
cuss it,” Smith said. “Assisted 
suicide is going to remain un¬ 
derground in the gay commu¬ 
nity until you discuss it open¬ 
ly." 

Humphries, who co-found- 
ed the Hemlock Society in 
1980, said that AIDS has per¬ 
manently altered the right-to- 
die movement. 

“For the first five years we 
were an elderly organization; 
it was just me and a bunch of 
old women,” he said. “And 
then, in 1985, when AIDS be¬ 
came quite a public matter, 
we went from the sea of gray¬ 
haired ladies to a lot of young 
people. And then a lot of 
nurses and doctors who treat¬ 
ed AIDS patients started get¬ 
ting involved because it 
changed for them when they 
saw young people dying.” 

San Francisco is currently 
averaging six AIDS-related 
death each day. While nobody 
knows exactly how many 
PWAs have committed sui¬ 
cide, Jameson believes the 
percentage is high. 

“I would say that in San 
Francisco at least one PWA a 
day and probably more [com¬ 
mits suicide],” he told the 
B.A.R. “I base that on the 
people I interview. It’s rapidly 
becoming a preferred method 
of dying.” 

Humphries said that peo¬ 
ple considering committingor 
assisting suicide will learn 
about their choices and re¬ 
ceive peer support at his 
workshops. 

“What a person will get is 
the self-control and assurance 
that comes with knowing 
your options,” he said. “This 
stuff is all in my book, but 
people like to talk about it. I 
don’t tell people what to do. I 
talk about options and 
choice.” 

California is among 22 
states where assisting suicide 
is illegal. In November, Cali¬ 
fornia voters narrowly reject¬ 
ed an initiative to legalized as¬ 
sisted suicide, known as 
Proposition 161. Studies show 
That Californian s overwhelm¬ 
ingly support the right-to-die 
but Proposition 161 was de¬ 
railed by members of the 
medical community, who ex¬ 


pressed concern that the law 
was vague and could be 
abused. In addition, a multi¬ 
million dollar media cam¬ 
paign sponsored by the 
Catholic church overwhelmed 
right-to-die proponents, who 
say they spent less than a mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

On Monday, the California 
right-to-die organization 
Death With Dignity an¬ 
nounced it is planning anoth¬ 
er statewide referendum for 
1996. 

“It was advisable for them 
to wait for 1996 and build up 
a war chest rather than go for 
1994 and get defeated by the 
church’s money again,” 
Humphries said. 

Suicide is often desired by 
PWAs because of purely eco¬ 
nomic reasons, and activists 
consider euthanasia sound fis¬ 
cal policy. Care for a termi¬ 
nally ill patient until death by 
natural causes can often cost 
more than a million dollars. 
The Clinton administration is 
considering, as part of its 
health care package, allowing 
people to choose whether 
they would want mechanical 
life support if terminally ill or 
brain dead. And if a person 
said they wouldn’t want life 


support, the doctor wouldn’t 
be able to overrule the deci¬ 
sion. 

“It’s terrible and it’s regret- 
able that people hasten lives 
because you’re out of money,” 
Humphries said. “This isn’t a 
problem exclusive to PWAs, 
and hopefully the new admin¬ 
istration will deliver a health 
care system that addresses 
these issues.” 

Jameson said that overdos¬ 
es of pills from morphine- 
based drugs are the preferred 
method of suicide for most 
PWAs. But PWAs who con¬ 
tracted the disease from IV 
drug use often prefer a heroin 
overdose. 

“A lot of the time people 
take overdoses of the wrong 
drugs, like valium, and end 
up in excruciating pain for 
several days until they die of 
liver disease or a related side 
effect of the overdose,” Jame¬ 
son said. “Nowdays asphyxia¬ 
tion has become common. In 
these cases, usually the per¬ 
son knocks themselves out 
with pills and then a friend 
puts a plastic bag over their 
head until they’re dead. 

“Doctors usually write out 
the prescription pretty far in 
advance, while the patient is 


reasonably healthy, to avoid 
any potential trouble. There 
are a lot of doctors in the area 
that are willing to do this,” he 
said. “Sometimes when the 
patient is hospitalized, at the 
final stages of a terminal con¬ 
dition, the doctor increases 
the IV morphine drip to in¬ 
duce death. We call this a 
‘snow job.’ I wish they would 
be more straightforward.” 

After a PWA is dead, the 
doctor, friends, or family call 
a hospice and the death is list¬ 
ed as occurring from natural 
causes. The coroner’s office 
rarely investigates AIDS 
deaths, due to compassion 
and lack of resources, Jame¬ 
son said. The coroner’s office 
did not return telephone calls 
to the B.A.R. regarding this 
story. 

“Why create a political 
nightmare with the right-to- 
lifers when the people you’d 
be prosecuting also are dying 
of AIDS or are the bereaved 
family or friends of the de¬ 
ceased? They have to look the 
other way because it’s so 
political,” Jameson said. 

Jameson told the B.A.R. 
that some people he has 
talked to have helped eight or 
more friends commit suicide. 
Whereas gay men used to be 


only people assisting the 
deaths of PWAs, lesbians and 
family members are increas¬ 
ingly involved. 

In some cases, Jameson ac¬ 
knowledged, PWAs might be 
coerced to commit suicide 
before they’re ready. 

“This is another reason 
why we have to bring this out 
in the open,” he said. “The de¬ 
cision to end a life must be 
done thoughtfully, carefully 
and legally.” 

Smith, Martin, and Jame¬ 
son agree that once the gay 
and lesbian community bring 
the issue of assisted suicide 
into the public forum, all of 
society will be better off. 

“Gay people are the only 
people in modern history who 
have had to deal with dying 
at a young age,” said Smith. 
“The ideas that come from 
this community are going to 
shape the way the country 
cares for its sick.” 

Jameson added, “Out of ne¬ 
cessity gay people have 
learned to care about the dy¬ 
ing. Who else is focusing on 
the needs of the terminally 
ill? Who other than gay people 
are leading the way to provide 
love and compassion and the 
proper care for the terminally 
ill? No one else.” T

Russian Quilt Panels 
Come to San Francisco

Today, the hammer and 
sickle are but a memory of 
what was once the Soviet 
Union. These symbols have 
been replaced by the white, 
blue, and red stripes to which 
more than 150 million Rus¬ 
sians now pledge their alle¬ 
giance. This week in San 
Francisco, a different kind of 
Russian symbolism was on 
display for pubfic viewing at 
the Department of Public 
Health’s AIDS Office. It con¬ 
sisted of five cloth panels 
bearing the names of Rus¬ 
sians who have died of AIDS. 
The panels are part of a larg¬ 
er project undertaken by the 
Russian NAMES Fund, one 
of the 19 international affili¬ 
ates of the NAMES Project 
Foundation of San Francisco, 
sponsor of the AIDS Memori¬ 
al Quilt. 

According to official statis¬ 
tics, 120 Russians have died 
of AIDS, but experts believe 
the actual number is much 
higher. It was not until 1988, 
two years after the first AIDS 
case was reported in the for¬ 
mer Soviet Union, that the 
government officially recog¬ 
nized the existence of homo¬ 
sexuality and drug abuse, con¬ 
sidered high risk factors for 
HIV transmission. Despite 
this recognition, little has 
been done to curb the wors¬ 
ening drug problem, and Rus¬ 
sian laws continue, in effect, 
to prohibit sex between men 
and discriminate against per¬ 
sons found with sexually- 
transmitted diseases, includ¬ 
ing HIV. Foreigners and citi¬ 


zens alike are subject to HIV 
testing on demand, and isola¬ 
tion for those who test 
seropositive is permitted by 
law. 

Accompanying the Russian 
AIDS Memorial Quilt panels 
in a tour of major cities of the 
U.S. is Pavel Masalsky, an 
AIDS activist and member of 
the Russian NAMES Fund. 
For four years, he was impris¬ 
oned under two separate Rus¬ 
sian laws governing sodomy 
and public health. Article 115 
punishes anyone who infects 
another person or puts that 
person at risk for infection 
with sexually-transmitted dis¬ 
eases (STDs), including HIV 
and AIDS. Masalsky was put 
behind bars because his name 
came up as a person who 
came in contact with someone 
who had an STD. 

Article 121, on the other 
hand, outlaws even consensu¬ 
al sex between men. Masal¬ 
sky is homosexual. Since his 
release from prison in the fall 
of 1992, Masalsky has been 
deeply involved in AIDS ac¬ 
tivism and gay rights. He 
says, “If Russia continues to 
respond to AIDS with dis¬ 
crimination and persecution, 
the epidemic will continue to 
spread. Discrimination and 
persecution threaten the pub¬ 
lic health in Russia as much 
as AIDS does.” 

Joining Masalsky is Kevin 
Gardner, an American AIDS 
activist and director of the 
AESOP (“An Effective Shield 
of Prevention”) Resource Cen¬ 
ter, which is involved in STD 
and AIDS education, training, 
research, and information in 


Moscow. Despite sweeping 
political changes in the Krem¬ 
lin, Gardner says that “a sys¬ 
tem is still in place that 
works against AIDS educa¬ 
tion and drives gay men un¬ 
derground.” 

Gardner also lamented the 
fact that because of the cur¬ 
rent economic conditions pre¬ 
vailing in Russia, practically 
no government funding is be¬ 
ing made available to curb 
the further spread of AIDS. 
“The number of Russians 
who are HIV-positive is ten 
times more than the official 
estimate of 650 to 700,” says 
Gardner, citing the World 
Health Organization’s (WHO) 
figure of 20,000 as closer to 
the actual number of HIV in¬ 
fections in Russia. Part of 
Gardner’s mission during his 
U.S. visit is to appeal for do¬ 
nations to help finance the 
AESOP Resource Center. He 
said that the start-up opera¬ 
tional costs for the center is 
estimated at $50,000 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

So far, the Russian AIDS 
panels have been displayed in 
New York, at the recent 
March on Washington, in 
Chicago, and in Los Angeles. 
One of the larger panels not 
only had the tricolors of the 
Russian flag, but also eleven 
names written inside the fa¬ 
miliar inverted triangle, set 
against a light blue back¬ 
ground: in Russia, light blue 
is the unofficial gay color. 
And the Russian dedication 
inscription literally translates 
as “To the gays of Russia . . . 
from the gays of Russia.” T 


Achtenberg's Hearings Start

The U.S. Senate is expect¬ 
ed to begin debate over the 
confirmation of Roberta Acht- 
enberg as Assistant Secretary 
for fair housing and equal op¬ 
portunity at the Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment, at Bay Area Re¬ 
porter presstime. 

Achtenberg was appointed 
by President Clinton to the 
$114,00-a-year post in Febru¬ 
ary. She was approved by the 
Senate Banking Committee 
earlier this month, clearing 
the way for full senate confir¬ 


mation. 

The hearings are set to be¬ 
gin on May 19, and are ex¬ 
pected to last a day and a 
half. 

Achtenberg needs 51 Sena¬ 
torial votes for approval — and 
according to news reports, is 
expected to garner support 
from most of the 57 Democrats 
in the Senate. 

Anti-gay right-wing Sena¬ 
tor Jesse Helms (R-North Car¬ 
olina), who has denounced 
Achtenberg as a “damn les¬ 
bian,” promises to attempt to 
block the nomination with a 


filibuster, aided by a handful of 
Republican extremists, but 
the attempt, according to po¬ 
litical observers, is expected 
to fail. 

On May 18, The Senate 
Republican Caucus played a 
videotape of the 1992 San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay 
Freedom Day celebration to 
interested senators during a 
policy meeting. 

According to news reports, 
only about a dozen Senators 
attended the event — which in¬ 
cluded short footage of 
Achtenberg. ▼

Program Planned to 
Improve HIV Services 
for People of Color

Improving health services 
for people of color was the 
topic of a meeting of AIDS 
service providers in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., April 26 and 27. 

Reggie Williams, executive 
director of the National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention, 
said the meeting focused on 
developing a program to train 
service providers to work in 
people of color communities. 

People of color are under¬ 
served for a wide range of 
reasons, Williams said, includ¬ 
ing fear, denial, and mistrust 
of the health care system. 

“What we want to do is to 
train community-based treat¬ 
ment specialists who will be 
knowledgeable of a whole ar¬ 
ray of issues and basically be 
able to empower people to 
look at their overall health 
needs, specifically around 
HIV,” Williams told the 
B.A.R. 

“We’re not trying to get 
people into any specific ther¬ 
apy,” Williams said. “It’s 
about getting people into a 
system of care and treatment 
around this disease. The soon¬ 
er people do that, the better 


quality of life they will have. 
Our goal is to try to provide 
as much quality for people 
with AIDS and HIV as we 
possibly can.” 

To meet that goal, 
Williams and other organizers 
plan to develop a ten-day 
training program for service 
providers around the country. 
Organizers will take the plan 
to Berlin next month for the 
Ninth International Confer¬ 
ence on AIDS where they 
hope to win financial backing 
from pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies, Williams said. 

Burroughs Wellcome spon¬ 
sored the initial meeting in 
Washington. 

“The next step is meeting 
with pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies at the AIDS conference 
to convince them that it is in 
their best interest for them to 
be part of this plan,” Williams 
said. “Pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies are in the business of 
making money. If we can con¬ 
nect their bottom line with 
our bottom line, which is get¬ 
ting services to people with 
HIV disease, I think it can be 
a win-win situation.” T 


L.A. Race May Result in First 
Lesbian City Councilmember

For years lesbians and 
gays have echoed the constant 
refrain: “If only we had open¬ 
ly gay people representing us, 
then our issues would be tak¬ 
en seriously!” 

The redistricting of Los 
Angeles’s 13th City Council 
district was partially designed 
to do just that. The area, 
which includes such gay-pop¬ 
ulated areas as Silver Lake, 
Atwater Village, Hollywood, 
and portions of Echo Park, 
now faces the test of whether 
that redistricting is going to 
pay off. 

On June 8, lesbians and 
gays will have the historic op¬ 
portunity to elect one of their 
own. Openly lesbian former 
L.A. Unified School Board 
President Jackie Goldberg is 
in an extremely tight race 
with Tom LaBonge, deputy 
to City Councilmember John 
Ferarro. If Goldberg wins it 
will be the first time an open 
lesbian or gay is elected to 
the L.A. City Council. 

Simply put, LaBonge char¬ 
acterizes himself as the “guy 
who’ll fix the pot-holes” while 
Goldberg presents herself as 
the “change-agent” who clear¬ 
ly represents the diversity of 
the community. Powerful 
County Supervisor Gloria 
Molina, for whom Goldberg 
works as an advocate for chil¬ 
dren, has vigorously endorsed 
Goldberg in the heavily Lati¬ 


no district. 

Goldberg won over two 
other openly gay candidates, 
Michael Weinstein, president 
of the AIDS Healthcare Foun¬ 
dation, and Conrado Terrazas, 
a Fox film executive. Terrazas 
has endorsed Goldberg, but 
Weinstein has not. 

“At this point I have decid¬ 
ed to remain neutral. I’m not 
motivated to endorse, based 
on what I’ve seen and heard,” 
Weinstein said in a recent 
phone interview. “It’s a ques¬ 
tion of the issues, which tran¬ 
scends sexuality. And while 
it’s important to elect some¬ 
one who is openly and proud¬ 
ly gay or lesbian, the primary 
issue was who is the best 
qualified. I obviously had 
very strong differences of 
opinion with Jackie and with 
her record.... Secondly, it was 
a very difficult campaign. I’ve 
been asked for my endorse¬ 
ment but there has not been 
an olive branch.” 

“That’s not my understand¬ 
ing,” Goldberg says. “I offered 
what I felt was an olive 
branch, in my opinion, and he 
turned me down. He wanted 
to be elected and he’s not 
willing to help someone else 
if it’s not him. I would have 
endorsed him in a moment. 

“We are in an extremely 
close race,” Goldberg contin¬ 
ues. “My opponent is running 
the best race money can buy. 
He’s running as “Mr. Nice 
Guy” and avoiding debate on 


the issues so people don’t 
know who he really is. He’s a 
lot more conservative than 
the district. It’s a most effec¬ 
tive strategy. He’s taking a lot 
of developer money and mon¬ 
ey from lobbyists while say¬ 
ing, ‘I’m a terrific guy. It 
doesn’t matter. I’ll be inde¬ 
pendent.’ 

“It does matter. He’s 
bought and sold by the same 
special interests who’ve been 
there all along. 

“It all hinges on us getting 
the vote out,” Goldberg con¬ 
tinued. “We’re very con¬ 
cerned about the [Mayoral 
candidate Richard] Riordan 
turnout — that he will bring 
conservatives out, even 
though this is not known as a 
conservative district. It’s a 
real problem. 

“The gay and lesbian vote 
is very, very important. It’s 
not the only vote. But gays 
and lesbians probably make 
up between 10-15 percent — 
maybe more — of the elec¬ 
torate. And that includes peo¬ 
ple who don’t often vote in 
municipal elections. If gays 
and lesbians come out to vote 
and vote as a bloc, it could 
probably make the difference 
between victory and defeat.” 

Goldberg says she needs 
all the help she can get with 
phone banking and precinct 
walking. More information on

In the Footsteps of Jordan andWilson: 

Riordan Woos Gay Vote in L.A.

As the June 8 election for a 
new Los Angeles Mayor ap¬ 
proaches, candidates Mike 
Woo and Richard Riordan 
are pulling out all the stops - 
including Woo’s May 18 en¬ 
dorsement from President 
Bill Clinton to top Riordan’s 
nod from former President 
Ronald Reagan. 

But despite eight years of 
activism as a City Coun- 
cilmember on the gay com¬ 
munity’s behalf, Mike Woo 
does not have the gay vote 
locked up. In fact, many gays 
are giving Republican Rior¬ 
dan a second look. Some, like 
Democrat Bob Burke, are 
now actively working on Ri¬ 
ordan’s campaign staff. Oth¬ 
ers - who request anonymity 
fearing a backlash - have loos¬ 
ened their criteria for en¬ 
dorsements to make room for 
Riordan, whom they believe 
will win the race. 

But both candidates are 
reaching out to gays. On May 
10 Woo and Riordan (pro¬ 
nounced “Reardon”) ad¬ 
dressed the Valley Business 
Alliance (VBA) and the Los 
Angeles Business and Profes¬ 
sional Association (BAPA) at 
a joint dinner at the Holly¬ 
wood Roosevelt Hotel. Both 
talked “tough” and said what 
the audience wanted to hear 
about leadership, jobs, and 
making L.A. “safe” again. 

But despite the different 
approaches to solving the 


city’s problems, the night 
came down to nuances. Woo, 
with his long track record of 
involvement with the lesbian 
and gay community, clearly 
felt comfortable. “I am no 
stranger to this community,” 
Woo said. “You can count on 
me to remember the gay and 
lesbian community.” 

Woo talked about his work 
on gay and AIDS issues, and 
about standing up to former 
LAPD Chief Daryl Gates. He 
made specific promises to 
name openly gay people to 
the spectrum of Commissions 
and administration posts, and 
addressed questioners by 
name. 

Riordan was received as a 
successful businessman in a 
roomful of entrepreneurs. He 
delivered his stump speech 
but made no specific mention 
of gays. During questioning 
he said he would “fight for 
your rights unto my death” 
and would be “proud” to ride 
in the Pride Parade. He was 
roundly applauded. In a later 
interview, Riordan refused 
to commit to hiring openly 
gay people for “slotted posi¬ 
tions,” although he said his 
administration would reflect 
the city. 

Riordan also admitted that 
his “work is very minor” on 
AIDS (even though his 
nephew died of AIDS four 
years ago, followed by a 
“close” friend two years ago) 
but says he has given money 
to and is currently involved in 


a couple of “projects” - “Ange¬ 
les Food” [sic] and AIDS Pro¬ 
ject Los Angeles. 

Noting that the state’s 
AIDS budget had just been 
slashed, VBA President Bill 
Robinson asked both candi¬ 
dates what they would do to 
“elevate the status” of the of¬ 
fice of AIDS Coordinator. 
Woo has committed to mov¬ 
ing the position into the May¬ 
or’s office to make it more 
important. Riordan, Robinson 
felt, appeared not to know the 
office existed, though he 
promised to consult with gay 
leaders before appointing 
someone to it. Robinson, a 
Republican until the Houston 
Convention, has decided to 
back Woo. 

But longtime Democrat 
Michael Keeley, an associate 
in the law firm of Riordan & 
McKinzie since 1982, says Ri¬ 
ordan can be trusted. “I have 
been openly gay since about 
three minutes on the job,” 
says Keeley, who has handled 
pro bono sexual orientation 
discrimination cases with Ri¬ 
ordan’s knowledge and per¬ 
mission. “I know Dick Rior¬ 
dan is not homophobic.” 

Essentially Riordan-look- 
ers believe Riordan’s promise 
to “share power with you and 
people throughout this city ... 
[to] turn L.A. around.” For 
Burke, gay issues, while im¬ 
portant, are secondary to 
“which candidate has the best 
chance of winning and has ac¬ 
ceptable goals.” 


“Using Clinton as most the 
recent example,” says Burke, 
now Riordan’s Campaign Po¬ 
litical Director, “we have 
learned that a lot of campaign 
rhetoric gets fluffed away 
when the candidate gets into 
office. We become expend¬ 
able.” Burke feels Riordan 
would make the better mayor 
and is good or could be edu¬ 
cated on gay issues. 

For gay Republicans the 
choice was obvious. The Log 
Cabin Club endorsed Riordan 
May 3. “We believe that he is 
sensitive to our issues — not in 
a pandering or political way, 
but with genuine concern,” 
said Brian Perry, President of 
the Club’s Los Angeles chap¬ 
ter. “If Richard Riordan is a 
William Weld [pro-gay Gover¬ 
nor of Massachusetts], I have 
nothing but praise for him.” 

“Riordan’s not perfect. 
He’s got warts. But he’s got 
fewer warts than Mike Woo,” 
says Log Cabin Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Carol Newman. Even so, 
Newman was disappointed 
that Riordan was unfamiliar 
with Colorado’s anti-gay 
Amendment 2 when asked 
what he would do to fight a 
similar measure if such an ini¬ 
tiative was put on the Califor¬ 
nia ballot. Newman hopes 
that the Log Cabin Club will 
gain a position as a “liaison” 
to the gay community if Rior¬ 
dan wins. 

But for ANGLE’S John Du¬ 
ran, who supported Assem- 
blymember Richard Katz in 
the primary, Riordan sounds 
like candidate Pete Wilson. 
“The choice of Mike Woo is 
crystal clear for me without 
hesitation,” says Duran. “In 
1991 Pete Wilson made a 
backroom promise to me to 
sign AB 101, and we see what 
happens with backroom 
promises - they’re easily bro¬ 
ken. If Riordan is not willing 
to come out with a position 
paper on our issues - he’s not 
entitled to our trust.” 

It is Riordan’s support by 
right wing Republicans such 
as Congressman Dana 
Rohrbacher and state Senator 
Newton Russell that concerns 
a number of gay people, as 
well as the support generated 
by the Riordan Foundation to 
anti-abortion groups. 

But perhaps most difficult 
for gays is Riordan’s connec¬ 
tion with the Christian Coali¬ 
tion. In a special get-out-the- 
primary-vote newsletter paid 
for by Riordan’s Campaign, 
Sara DiVito Hardman, state 
vice president of the Califor¬ 
nia Republican Assembly 
(CRA) — who also happens to 
be the state director of the 
Christian Coalition — en¬ 
dorsed Riordan. 

“Dick Riordan is the only 
major candidate who is a Re¬ 
publican,” noted Hardman in 
the CRA newsletter. “But we 
are for Riordan, not only be¬ 
cause he is a Republican, but 
because be would make the 
best Mayor. ... The more lib¬ 
eral candidates and the liberal 
media both are engaged in a 
negative campaign against 
Dick Riordan,” Hardman 
said. “Thus it’s even more im¬ 
portant that Republicans turn 


out to support Dick on April 
20 .” 

Contacted by phone, Hard¬ 
man pointed out that as a 
non-profit organization, the 
Christian Coalition is prohib¬ 
ited from making political en¬ 
dorsements, although the 
group can publish and dis¬ 
tribute educational voter 
guides. “We don’t take posi¬ 
tions on anything as far as the 
candidates are concerned,” 
Hardman said. 

Asked if, as CRA vice-pres¬ 
ident, she has any feelings 
about Riordan having open 
gays on his staff and his out¬ 
reach to the gay community, 
Hardman said: “I don’t know 
that that’s true ... [but] whoev¬ 
er wins is going to be the 
Mayor of everyone in the city 
and in a very, very liberal city 
as this, in order to get elected, 
I would think they would 
have to reach out to everyone 
— no matter who — and I real¬ 
ly think that’s what they’re 
both doing as much as they 
possible can.... I’m not saying 
it bothers me or doesn’t both¬ 
er me. I’m just saying that I 
understand they’re not going 
to get elected if they don’t 
reach out to everybody. And 
that when they’re governing, 
they govern all the people in 
the district, no matter what 
they are. You can’t pull them 
out and say, ‘You will only be 
the mayor or the governor or 
the legislator for this group of 
people that are all the things 
we stand for and that we con¬ 
sider very important.’” 

Despite Hardman’s person¬ 
al support for Riordan, Burke 
says he sees “no evidence” of 
any connection or outreach to 
the Christian right. However, 
former Riordan field director 
Michael Dolan told the Los 
Angeles Times on April 28 
that he left that campaign be¬ 
cause he was turned off by 
the campaigns’ preoccupation 
with courting right-wing vot¬ 
ers. Jadine Nielson, Riordan’s 
campaign manager (and for¬ 
mer Clinton campaign staffer) 
told the Times that Dolan 
was fired for doing “a lousy 
job.” 

“There are a lot of people 
working in this campaign,” 
said Burke. “That doesn’t 
mean the candidate himself 
espouses or adheres to or sup¬ 
ports any of those beliefs.” 
Mike Woo, he points out, re¬ 
ceives support from African- 
American Baptist preachers 
who believe homosexuality is 
a sin — views that Woo prob¬ 
ably does not share. 

Because of the $6 million 
Riordan has lent his own 
campaign, he is expected to 
get his message across more 
successfully than Woo in the 
waning days of the race. Polit¬ 
ical activists in the lesbian and 
gay community will be push¬ 
ing for gay votes too. On May 
25, Human Rights Campaign 
Fund board member Richard 
Colbert and entertainment 
manager Brian Rix are hosting 
a fundraiser for Riordan. 
Meanwhile, ANGLE has offi¬ 
cially endorsed Woo, as has 
Stonewall Democratic Club, 
and they will also attempt to 
get the vote out. ▼

Bay Area Teens Learn about 
Gay Rights at ACLU Conference

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union was host to more 
than 1,000 Bay Area high 
school students at its May 10 
“Say What 2??!!” conference 
on social issues affecting 
youth, at San Francisco’s 
Civic Center. Gay leaders, 
teachers, and activists were 
panelists and participated in 
workshop discussions of 
broad-based civil rights issues, 
ranging from the controversy 
over the use of “gang profiles” 
to the how to’s of organizing 
in the schools. 

Students spent the day 
learning about lesbian and 
gay rights, from Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center (LYRIC) pan¬ 
elist Carmen Vazquez of the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, and censorship of 
art and music with Do¬ 
minique Di Prima and Jello 
Biafra. Positive gay role mod¬ 
els at the event included San 
Francisco School Board Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano — who 
led discussions on contracep¬ 
tives on campus from his per¬ 
spective as a pioneering sup¬ 
porter of school-based clinics 
— and the founder of the Les¬ 
bian Rights Project, San 
Francisco Juvenile Court 
Judge Donna Hitchens, who 
joined ACLU attorneys and 


community organizers in dis¬ 
cussing how to deal with the 
police. 

Concerned students wrote 
a five-foot by 20-foot letter to 
President Clinton, supporting 
his presidency, encouraging 
him to stand strong, and re¬ 
minding him, “Don’t compro¬ 
mise your beliefs or you will 
be seen as weak.” Along with 
a number of flattering mes¬ 
sages about the value of the 
First Lady’s input into the 
Clinton Administration, gay 
rights messages were pro¬ 
minently display: “Gays are 
people too” and “Stop AIDS,” 
“Gay and lesbian rights need 
to be recognized” and “Bill — 
Let Gays in the military. 
Abolish homophobia.” 

Informational tables, set up 
by many Bay Area non-profit 
organizations including Com¬ 
munity United Against Vio¬ 
lence (CUAV) and LYRIC, 
were visited by a steady 
stream of students. CUAV 
gave advice on various issues, 
whistles for self-defense, and 
literature on its speakers’ bu¬ 
reau. “We speak to over 3,000 
high school students each 
year,” said CUAV Speaker’s 
Bureau Coordinator Sylvia 
Weisenberg. “This week the 
school district is making a de¬ 
cision as to whether we can 
go to the middle schools. 
They’re voting on May 14th 


as to which grade level we 
can enter. We’re hoping for 
the eighth because it fits well 
into their program of health 
and science classes. If a health 
class is talking about nutri¬ 
tion, that’s not the time to 
come in and talk about being 
gay, but if they are talking 
about love and sex, then it’s 
appropriate.” 

LYRIC’s Recreation Coor¬ 
dinator Kathy Bollinger and 
Coordinator of Lesbian Youth 
Peer Support Elizabeth 
Friedman gave out lots of fly¬ 
ers headed “You’re Not The 
Only One Out There,” adver¬ 
tising a new talk and info line 
for teenagers who can call 
(415) 863-3636 or 1-800-246- 
PRIDE on Thursday, Friday, 
and Saturday nights from 6:30 
11:30 p.m. The line is “a way 
for young people who have 
questions, thoughts, or con¬ 
cerns about homosexuality, or 
for young people who are 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or 
transgender, to talk to other 
young people who under¬ 
stand and are ready to listen. 
When you call, you can talk 
about anything that’s on your 
mind. It is 100 per cent safe 
and confidential,” according 
to the recorded message. 

When asked if most of the 
kids coming by the LYRIC 
table are gay, Friedman re¬ 
sponded, “No, a lot of kids 
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here are activists and into or¬ 
ganizing the kids at their 
schools. A lot of both straight 
and gay kids are coming by 
to ask for information.” 

Activist Atasha Abyta, a 
heterosexual senior at Vallejo 
High School and head of the 
Ethnic Committee of Student 
ACLU, described her involve¬ 
ment in gay rights issues for 
the Bay Area Reporter. “One 
of the main topics on our 
agenda is homophobia,” she 
said. “Basically our [school] 


administration was homopho¬ 
bic and stopped a presenta¬ 
tion that portrayed gay men 
similar to the In Living Color 
show on television. We invit¬ 
ed people from the Pacific 
Center to our campus and 
they didn’t feel it was offen¬ 
sive. We did this so students 
could formulate their own 
opinions on homosexuality, 
and basically, we had an over¬ 
whelmingly positive response 
from both the students and 
parents. However, we did 
have a negative response 
from the Vallejo Traditional 
Values Coalition, [which] 
spread negative stereotypes 
and propaganda.” 

Regarding the In Living 
Color parody, Abyta ex¬ 
plained, “the drama class pre¬ 
sented a Christmas play, [sim¬ 
ilar to] the “Men on Film” 
skits. It was scheduled to be 
repeated throughout the day, 
but after it was presented 
once, the principal canceled 
it. Because of the issues of 
censorship and homophobia, 
the Student ACLU decided to 
counteract it. We started hold¬ 
ing forums, and because we 
know our rights, the adminis¬ 
tration couldn’t stop us. Basi¬ 
cally we want to stand up for 
human rights and equality for 
all people.” 

The conference held infor¬ 
mation sessions and work¬ 
shops on nine different topics, 
and four, including the gay 
and lesbian issues panel dis¬ 
cussion, were repeated to al¬ 
low broader attendance. 
Yvette Gomez of LYRIC and 
Carmen Vazquez of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force discussed why they do 
political work to advance gay 
and lesbian civil rights and 
answered questions from both 
students and teachers. 

Why do I do it? 

“I’ll tell you why I care 
about gay and lesbian youth,” 
Carmen told the approximate¬ 
ly 50 workshop participants. 
“I think young lesbians and 
gay men deserve better than 
what I got when I was grow¬ 
ing up. I care because I am 
tired of so-called respectable 
people in our society, like 
preachers and senators, 
spreading lies about us. And I 
care because the First 
Amendment of the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States says 
that I have the right to associ¬ 
ate with whomever I want, 
and the 14th Amendment

says that no person shall be 
denied the right to life, liber¬ 
ty, or property without due 
process, and that no person 
shall be denied equal protec¬ 
tion under the law. 

“Working with LYRIC 
gives me an opportunity to go 
beyond working to protect 
my rights as an individual, 
and gives me the opportunity 
to further and protect the 
rights of another generation 
of gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
people. I work with LYRIC 
because I think it is important 
that young lesbians, bisexuals, 
gay men, transgender people, 
any questioning youth in San 
Francisco, and people of color 
can be openly gay, like my¬ 
self, and in the case of a les¬ 
bians, don’t have to spend 
half their lives wondering 
where the “out” Latina les¬ 
bians are — she’s right here. 

“I work with LYRIC basi¬ 
cally because it’s the right 
thing to do. A lot of adults 
here are afraid of associating 
with young people because 
we’re still being accused of re¬ 
cruiting, or something like 
that. And because some gay, 
lesbian, and bi people are 
afraid that we might end up 
leaving our young people 
without role models; what 
they need to develop skills 
and their leadership potential. 
It is wrong to not support 
people because we are afraid 
of what people might say. My 
mother taught me that when 
I was a very young girl and I 
still believe it. As a lesbian of 
color, I have had to fight 
racism, homophobia, and sex-

ism my entire life: I know 
what it means to have people 
who are not Latino, or not 
gay, or not female, standing 
with me in defense of my 
rights, and I really appreciate 
it a lot. It is time for me to 
give it back to young people. 

“And finally, I work with 
LYRIC because it’s fun!” 

Students and teachers 
asked far more questions than 
could be answered in the al¬ 
lotted time. Most questions re¬ 
quested panelists’ first hand 
personal stories on the types 
of discrimination they’ve ex¬ 
perienced, rejections by fam¬ 
ily and friends, and types of 
civil rights violations such as 
employment, housing, and 
street violence. 

Out teachers talk 

Two out gay teachers, Bar¬ 
bara Blinick and Derrick Ty- 
nan-Connolly, provided valu¬ 
able assistance to the pan¬ 
elists. Blinick, a Lowell High 
teacher who started the 
Gay/Straight Alliance at Low¬ 
ell, talked about the city 
school district’s Support Ser¬ 
vices for Gay and Lesbian 
Youth, where both teachers 
and students can bring homo¬ 
phobia-based school problems 
to the attention of Director 
Kevin Gogin at (415) 749-3400 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Thursdays. 

Tynan-Connolly, an openly 
gay teacher for three years, 
discussed his own experiences 
with homophobia as a teacher 
under attack at the Herbert 
Hoover Middle School, where 
he taught prior to his current 
position on the teaching staff 
of the Larkin Street Youth 
Center. “I have found that the 
students were very open mind¬ 
ed, much more so than the 
other teachers and administra¬ 
tors, and that was very hard 
for me to see,” he told the au¬ 
dience. “My students would 
stand up for me on the school 
ground with kids, or when oth¬ 
er teachers would talk about 
me. When somebody wrote on 
my door ‘Die Fag,’ the kids 
were more upset about it than 
I was, because I have become 
used to that kind of abuse. 
They were so upset trying to 
get it off the door. 

“It is really important to 
stand up for the rights of your 
friends.” Tynan-Connolly re¬ 
minded the students, “to hold 
hands and do the same things 
in school that anybody else 
does. It’s scary to stand by a 
gay, lesbian, or bisexual per¬ 
son because of guilt by associ¬ 
ation, but somebody has to do 
it. If the school continues to 
tell the gay students that they 
don’t have the same rights as 
the other students, the parents 
need to know they can contact 
CUAV or ACLU, and let the 
school know they cannot take 
away their rights. The courts 
have made it very clear that 
gays and lesbian students have 
the rights to take their dates to 
the prom and behave the same 
way that all other students 
do.” 

After the workshop ended, 
Vazquez noted the outstanding 
job the ACLU has done for 
years fighting for gay and les¬ 
bian rights. “They’ve been 
there in the courts, rallies, 
events, and media,” she told 
the B.A.R. “This panel is a 
natural extension of their com¬ 
mitment to gay rights issues. 

“Most important, they 
didn’t ‘ghettoize’ this. They 
didn’t say ‘AIDS panel’ or 
(make it about] gays and les¬ 
bians in the military. They left 
it broad so the kids could see 
it as an issue that affects all 
our lives!” Y

Military Personnel and Vets 
React to Gay Ban 'Compromise'

“What is he, nuts?” Keith 
Meinhold asked about Barney 
Frank’s endorsement of the 
so-called “don’t ask, don’t 
tell,” compromise on gay and 
lesbian service in the military. 
“Anytime one compromises 
one’s rights they cease to 
have rights,” Petty Officer 
Meinhold said in an interview 
late Tuesday night. He said 
the compromise leaves the 
door wide open to continued 
persecution of gays and les¬ 
bians. “They will always have 
a weapon against us.” 

However, Meinhold sees a 
glimmer of hope in the offer 
of compromise. “As biased as 
Nunn’s hearings were, it was 
still demonstrated that the 
policy has got to be changed. 
They’ve given up on every ar¬ 
gument they used by relying 
on the ‘don’t ask, don’t tell,’ 
policy,” Meinhold said. “No 
longer do they say we’re a se¬ 
curity problem or that we’re 
unable to do the job — they’ve 
even given up the argument 
that we’re sexual predators — 
they’re admitting to the prej¬ 
udices of the non-gay troops.” 

Meinhold agrees with 
Colonel Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer that career enlisted 
personnel are the most ac¬ 
cepting and seem to have lit¬ 
tle problem with gays and les¬ 
bians. Both said they thought 
that the younger troops 
would be open and accepting 
but found that not to be the 
case. 

Cammermeyer, who testi¬ 
fied before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on May 
11, asks, “What are they so

afraid of? What does a com¬ 
promise accomplish? It 
doesn’t alter the existing prac¬ 
tice. Gay and lesbian people 
will continue to live their 
lives at risk — in silence and 
under the persistent threat of 
being put at risk at someone 
else’s call. The only thing I 
can say to Senator Nunn and 
his committee is there can be 
no compromise in terms of 
people who want to be ‘all 
that they can be.’” 

Cammermeyer said the 
compromise unfairly places 
one group in a position of 
power. “Non-gays can misuse 
that power, just as they have 


demonstrated their own ca¬ 
pacity for misconduct for 
years.” She termed the Uni¬ 
form Code of Military Justice 
as a remnant of the “dark 
ages” and said it is ludicrous 
to set up a system in which 
people have to lie — where the 
system can be selectively en¬ 
forced. You simply don’t 
make rules you can’t enforce. 
What the hell does it mean? 
‘We don’t ask and you don’t 
tell?’ It’s another unenforce¬ 
able thing. The problem 
they’re dealing with is how to 
create a compromise so they 
can all save face.” 

She said her hope is that 
sensibility will prevail and 
that anything less will be a 
tragic waste of energy. She 
sounded weary and disap¬ 
pointed as she said, “Unless 
the solution is sensible, we 
will just have to continue our 
battle in the courts.” 

Lynn Strawbridge, 
founder of Twin Spirits Vet¬ 
erans Organization in Sacra¬ 
mento, also predicted further 
court battles. “This is still a 
white man’s world,” she said. 
“They’re acting like little boys 
playing war — they’ve just got 
more expensive toys. They’re 
not going to stop their inves¬ 
tigations, they’ll continue the 
persecution and spending tax¬ 
payer money on foolishness. 
Will they ask heterosexual 
soldiers to take off their wed¬ 
ding rings and deny their 
wives or husbands of many 
years? But they’ll still de¬ 
mand that of us and we’ll still 
be at the mercy of young, 
punk kids with attitude prob¬ 
lems. 

“No thanks.” ▼ 


U.S. Army Slaps 
Soldier of the Year

Two months ago when no 
one knew he was gay, 
Sergeant Jose Zuniga was 
considered one of the Army’s 
best. Last week he was de¬ 
moted. 

What happened in be¬ 
tween is that the highly deco¬ 
rated Zuniga came out pub¬ 
licly and decried the military 
ban on gays, citing himself as 
proof the policy is irrational. 

Zuniga, named 1992 Sol¬ 
dier of the Year in March, 
will be honorably discharged 
May 20 for disclosing his sex¬ 
ual orientation. He had his 
rank reduced from sergeant 
to specialist 4, in what the 
Army calls a disciplinary 
measure for Zuniga’s wearing 
a ribbon indicating he had 
won an award that the Army 
claims has not been approved. 

Zuniga was nominated for 
the Meritorious Service 
medal in April. When he 
came out nationally at the 
March on Washington, he 
wore the ribbon indicating he 
had won the award because 
he had been told by a Pen¬ 
tagon spokesperson that the 
honor had been approved, Zu¬ 
niga said. 

“It’s clearly a retaliatory 
move on the part of the 


Army,” Zuniga said. “It makes 
no sense. The charge of pin¬ 
ning an added award on an 
already highly decorated sol¬ 
dier — I didn’t need to pin on 
another award in order be 
called highly decorated.” 

Besides being honored as 
Soldier of the Year, Zuniga 
has been named Military Jour¬ 
nalist of the Year and he won 
the Combat Medical Badge 
while serving in the Persian 
Gulf. His other honors in¬ 
clude five Army Commenda¬ 
tion Medals, an Army 
Achievement Medal, a Kuwati 
Liberation Medal, a National 
Defense Medal, a Southwest 
Asia Medal and a Good Con¬ 
duct Medal. 

The demotion, which 
strips Zuniga of his noncom¬ 
missioned officer’s post, came 
after he held a press confer¬ 
ence last week to announce 
he would accept an honorable 
discharge. 

Demotion is the maximum 
punishment for his alleged of¬ 
fense, Zuniga said, and an 
oral reprimand is normal dis¬ 
cipline for such an infraction. 
The reduction in rank will 
not affect his benefits. 

“They took away my rank, 
which is one of the most 
important things to a soldier,” 
Zuniga told the Bay Area Re-

porter. “Although it hurt me 
personally, in a way I’m glad 
because it shows people how 
the military really functions: 
they crush whatever they 
don’t understand, whatever 
doesn’t conform to their stan¬ 
dards.” 

But for the Soldier of the 
Year, this battle isn’t over. 

“It’s just the beginning of 
the fight,” Zuniga said. “My 
military career may be over 
but now my fight to lift the 
ban may begin.” T

Pentagon:

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
With just two months left to 
present President Clinton 
with a way to lift the ban on 
gays in the military, a Pen¬ 
tagon task force is now trying 
to craft a compromise on the 
contentious issue. 

“They are drafting options 
which the secretary of de¬ 
fense can present to the pres¬ 
ident as the basis of an exec¬ 
utive order,” a Pentagon per¬ 
sonnel policy spokesman, Air 
Force Lieutenant Colonel 
Doug Hart, said May 14. 

“Rather than make firm 
recommendations,” Hart said, 
“they will probably say: ‘Here 
is what is on the plate.’ They 
will include a wide variety of 
options.” 

But Pentagon officials who 
asked not to be identified say 
mounting congressional and 
public opposition to lifting 
the ban make it likely that 
any executive order may have 
to be much more restrictive 
than Clinton originally antic¬ 
ipated. 

“It may not go as far as 
some people wanted,” ac¬ 
knowledged one official. 

“Right now,” he said, “we 
seem to be right at the crest 
of a tidal wave of opposition” 
to lifting the ban. 

The central question is 
whether lesbians and gays 
will be allowed to identify 
themselves as such. Clinton 
has consistently said that a 
person’s status alone should 
not be used against that per¬ 
son. 

“What this whole debate is 
about,” Clinton said earlier 
this week, “...is whether some¬ 
one should be able to ac¬ 
knowledge, if asked or other¬ 
wise, homosexuality. ... 

“I believe that there ought 
to be a presumption that peo¬ 
ple ought to be able to serve 
their country unless they do 
something wrong.” 

But opponents of lifting 
the ban, notably Senator Sam 
Nunn (D-Georgia), chairman 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, oppose any such 
right of self-expression for ho¬ 
mosexuals in the military. 
They argue that such an ad¬ 
mission would disrupt disci¬ 
pline and unit cohesion. 

Nunn, whose committee 
has been holding hearings on 
the question, has proposed a 
formula that, in effect, says to 
homosexuals: “We don’t ask 
and you don’t tell.” 

That is a rough and ready 
codification of a compromise 
reached between Nunn and 
Clinton when the president 
first moved to lift the gay ban 
last January. In doing so, Clin¬ 
ton ran into a barrage of op¬ 
position from Nunn as well as 
from the uniformed military, 
including the Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Army 
General Colin Powell. 

In order to end the im¬ 
passe, the two sides agreed 
that a final decision on an ex¬ 
ecutive order would be de¬ 
ferred until after July 15. In 
the interim, the armed ser¬ 
vices would cease asking re¬ 
cruits about their sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

For the same period, the 
services would be allowed to 
transfer any members who 
acknowledged homosexuality 
into the standby reserve, thus 
taking them off active duty 
and ending their pay, but not 
fully removing them from the 
military as had previously 
been done. 

Both sides in the debate

agree that homosexual con¬ 
duct by military personnel 
should not be allowed, a fact 
that appears to have been lost 
on much of the American 
public. 

Not only are homosexual 
acts made criminal by the 
Uniformed Code of Military 
Justice, but service regula¬ 
tions govern a wide range of 
nonsexual behavior, including 
weight, haircuts and physical 
fitness. Among those activi¬ 
ties prohibited are open dis¬ 
plays of affection between 
uniformed personnel, even if 
they are married. 

“I support the present code 
of conduct,” Clinton said in 
his Friday press conference, 
even as he testily brushed off 
questions about the gay ban 
issue. “You know what my 
position is,” he snapped. “I 
have nothing else to say about 
it.” 

“The president,” comment¬ 
ed one Pentagon official, “has 
gotten himself into a no-win 
position. No matter what he 
orders in July, he’s going to 


antagonize a lot of people and 
neither side is going to quit.” 

Nunn’s committee hear¬ 
ings, which began with eye¬ 
glazing testimony from legal 
scholars and sociologists, be¬ 
gan pushing hotter buttons 
earlier this week. It visited 
Norfolk Naval Base, where 
committee members inspect¬ 
ed the sleeping quarters and 
toilet facilities aboard a sub¬ 
marine as television cameras 
recorded the cramped condi¬ 
tions. 

Back in Washington, the 
photogenic Marine Corps 
spokesman only recently re¬ 
turned from Somalia, Colonel 
Fred Peck, transfixed the 
committee when he testified 
that there was no room in the 
military for his own son be¬ 
cause he was a homosexual. 

Peck, who expressed his 
love for his son, despite his 
sexual orientation, expressed 
fear for the young man’s safe¬ 
ty if he ever joined the 
Marines, some of whose 
members, Peck said, might 
kill an openly gay person. ▼

Statistics Mixed on Lifting Ban 

The Campaign for Military Service, a coalition of gay 
groups lobbying to lift the military ban, released a survey 
showing most Americans support equal rights for lesbians and 
gays. The report also shows most Americans oppose discharg¬ 
ing gay personnel who have not violated any rules. 

In the survey, 71 percent of respondents said gays should 
have the same rights as everyone else; 69 percent said that gay 
and lesbian personnel who have performed well and haven’t 
broken any rules should not be discharged; and 62 percent said 
the military should support President Clinton if he issues an 
order lifting the ban against lesbians and gays. 

The findings come from a study that included six group dis¬ 
cussions in Dayton, Ohio; New Orleans, Louisiana; and Tampa 
Florida. The discussions were followed by a random phone 
survey of 1,000 registered voters conducted March 26-31. 

The results conflict with a Wall Street JournalINBC News 
poll taken before the April 25 March on Washington. That poll 
showed 43 percent of Americans in favor of allowing open 
gays to serve in the military and 47 percent opposed. ▼

First Lady—and Second— 
Testify on Mental Illness

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Care for mental illnesses and 
substance abuse will be part 
of the administration’s health 
reform plan, First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
May 13. 

While not getting into 
specifics, Clinton said the 
plan would include mental 
health and substance abuse 
treatment as part of a basic 
benefits package for all Amer¬ 
icans, regardless of pre-exist¬ 
ing conditions or employ¬ 
ment. 

“We have to change our 
cultural understanding of 
what health and sickness are. 
It will be more cost-effective 
if we do that,” Clinton told a 
forum on women’s health is¬ 
sues. “People who have sub¬ 
stance abuse problems often 
are more difficult to treat for 
other kinds of illnesses.” 

Clinton, who chairs the 
president’s health care task 
force, said the overall health 
reform package would em¬ 
phasize primary care, encour¬ 
aging health care providers to 
look at their patients as 
“whole persons.” 

Current reimbursement 
programs “undermine the 
doctor-patient relationship” 
and pay more for “the least 
personal intervention,” she 
said. 

The administration’s plan 
would encourage primary and 
preventive care, including in¬ 
creasing the number of gener¬ 
al practictioners, she said. A 
basic benefits package would 
be provided to every Ameri¬ 
can, regardless of health or 
employment status. 

Only if health coverage is 


provided to every person can 
costs be contained, she said. 

“The $50 Tylenol enables 
the emergency room of the lo¬ 
cal hospital to care for the 
uninsured,” she said, referring 
to the common practice of 
“cost-shifting” — billing in¬ 
sured persons for costs of 
treating people who lack in¬ 
surance or otherwise cannot 
pay for care. 

“We can’t have cost con¬ 
tainment without universal 
access [to health care] reim¬ 
bursed at a fair rate,” she 
said. 

“There is a relationship be¬ 
tween individual health and 
social well-being. It is about 
the vision of the kind of peo¬ 
ple we can become if we have 
an ethos of caring.” 

Earlier, Tipper Gore, the 
vice president’s wife, lobbied 
a Senate committee to in¬ 
clude mental illness and sub¬ 
stance abuse coverage in any 
health care package. 

Gore, who serves as men¬ 
tal illness advisor to the pres¬ 
ident’s health care task force, 
said there has been “remark¬ 
able and unheralded changes 
that have taken place in the 
mental health and substance 
abuse field over the past few 
years.” 

“But during this time of 
exciting advances, there has 
not been commensurate 
changes in the services for, or 
attitutes toward, the mentally 
ill and it is clear to me that 
public policy has not caught 
up with the new reality.” 

Gore and Senator Pete 
Domenici (R-N.M.) testified 
before the Senate Labor and 
Human Resources Committee 
on the need to assure that a 
national health care plan ex¬ 


tend full coverage to the men¬ 
tally ill and substance abuse 
sufferers. 

Both Gore and Domenici 
have been active in pursuing 
civil rights for those who suf¬ 
fer from problems of sub¬ 
stance abuse and mental ill¬ 
ness. 

“There is no question that 
the new civil rights issue in 
the United States is the civil 
rights for the severely mental¬ 
ly ill,” said Domenici, who 
has a child who suffers from 
mental illness. “There is one 
group of Americans being dis¬ 
criminated against and dealt 
with unfairly.” 

Many people have the per¬ 
ception that mental illness 
cannot be diagnosed and is 
untreatable. Domenici said 
this is a myth, compounded 
by this group having difficul¬ 
ty in obtaining extensive in¬ 
surance coverage for mental 
illness treatment. 

“Basic to the changes that 
must be made is the elimina¬ 
tion of the stigma surround¬ 
ing mental illnesses,” Gore 
said. “The reality is that one 
in four individuals will expe¬ 
rience mental illness during 
their lifetime.” 

By ignoring the needs of 
the mentally ill and substance 
abuse sufferers, society has 
contributed to other social 
and health care problems, 
such as homelessness, acci¬ 
dents, suicides and intra-fam¬ 
ily abuse, she said. 

Both Gore and Domenici 
said society’s costs for dealing 
with these issues outweighs 
the amount it would cost to 
adequately care for people 
who suffer from these prob¬

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Self Defense 
Is an Attitude

O ne of the decisions ev¬ 
ery person needs to 
make, when choosing 
to consciously prevent 
being bashed, is the decision 
about self-defense. Some peo¬ 
ple insist that taking self-de¬ 
fense classes or becoming pro¬ 
ficient in some martial art is 
the best, most empowering 
method of protecting oneself. 
Others feel that learning self 
defense is choosing violence 
over non-violence. This is a de¬ 
cision that individuals have to 
make for themselves. 

Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), while advo¬ 
cating non-violence, believes 
that people should have the in¬ 
formation they need to make 
the decisions that are right for 
them. Toward this end, CUAV 
tries to provide information 
about almost all available op¬ 
tions. In this column, CUAV 
will suggest a course of events 
and actions that can help to 
prevent being bashed, as well 
as some basic pointers for how 
to fight back — if that is your 
choice. 

Be prepared! 

Statistics and crime reports 
consistently show that anti-les- 
bian/gay attacks are planned 
in advance. The bashers look 
for and hunt their victims. Ob¬ 
viously, they look for people 
who they can overpower. 
Hence, make sure 
that when you 
walk down the 
street, you do not 
look like, feel like, 
or believe that 
you can be over¬ 
powered. Safety 
awareness does 
not start with 
strength. It starts 
with attitude! 

If you see, 
sense, hear, or feel danger 
coming, don’t focus on what 
could happen to you. Breathe 
deeply. Acknowledge your 
fear and use that adrenaline 
rush that comes with fear as 
an energy resource. If you get 
that rush of fear, breathe, ac¬ 
knowledge it, and immediate¬ 
ly begin to act in ways that 
shout — I am strong and not a 
victim. Look confident and 
walk tall. Make eye contact 
and don’t show fear. Keep 
your wits about you — if you 
suspect danger, get away from 
it. Stay alert and don’t be in¬ 
timidated by verbal threats or 
harassment. 

Trust your instincts! 

If that little voice inside of 
you says something is wrong, 
listen, listen, listen. And then 
act on it. It is right! Do what¬ 
ever you need to do to ac¬ 
knowledge that your instinct is 
telling you there is danger or 
trouble lurking. Cross the 
street. If you are walking with 
someone, tell them what you 
are feeling — maybe they feel 
it too. Duck into a store, a bar, 
or under a streetlight. Make 
noise, act crazy. Do whatever 
it takes to make you feel safer 
and put your instinct voice to 


rest. 

Know when to run! 

This is an old and trusted 
maxim: Self-defense means 
safety first. If you can run and 
you have the opportunity to 
get away by running, by all 
means, RUN. There is nothing 
to prove by staying to fight if 
you don’t have to in order to 
save your life. It is probably 
better to feel humiliated for 
running away than to be 
bashed and/or dead. Humilia¬ 
tion can be turned into pride 
and wisdom. 

Fighting back! 

The following are well 
known tips for self-defense 
fighting back. While CUAV 
provides these to increase peo¬ 
ple’s knowledge of how to 
fight back, we encourage peo¬ 
ple to take self-defense classes 
so that they become more ex¬ 
pert in using these techniques 
and get experience using them 
in a safe and supportive envi¬ 
ronment. 

If you have no choice but to 
fight, fight with everything 
you have got. Your goal isn’t 
to hurt someone. Your goal is 
to guarantee your own safety. 
Also remember, it won’t be a 
fair fight. There is no referee 
to keep it fair. It wasn’t fair to 
begin with. 

Legs are more powerful 
and effective than arms. Use 
them by kicking to your as¬ 
sailant’s shins — and kick hard. 

After you kick, 
do not wait 
around. Get 
away if you can. 
If you can’t get 
away, keep 
kicking low and 
hard aiming, if 
you can, for 
knee-caps, in¬ 
steps, and shins. 

Other vulner¬ 
able areas on an 
attackers body and what you 
can do to them are: jam your 
knee into the attacker’s groin; 
wrench the little finger, trying 
to break it; punch to the solar 
plexus with an umbrella, cane, 
elbow, or fist; poke to the hol¬ 
low of the throat with fingers; 
slam the heel of your hand up 
under the nose and push in 
and up at the same time. 

We make these techniques 
available to you so that you 
can get a better understanding 
of your options and find the 
motivation to take a self-de¬ 
fense class. Only through prop¬ 
er training can an individual 
be fully prepared and skilled 
to use the techniques men¬ 
tioned above. But then again, 
if in a pinch, better to have 
some options. Knowledge is 
power. Let’s get really power¬ 
ful.

The image is a reproduction 
of a STOP AIDS educational 
poster that previously appeared in 
public transit shelters throughout 
the Bay Area, headlined “If I tell 
him I’m positive, will I ever see 
him again?” The catalog has since 
been printed by Honeywell & 
Todd, of San Francisco.

Paula Poundstone 

Announcing her mission to “go 
places” and “learn things,” come¬ 
dy performer Paula Poundstone 
went to Colorado Springs to in¬ 
vestigate the organized homopho¬ 
bia behind Amendment 2. Says 
Poundstone: “I thought I’d find 
the source of the problem, like 
lead paint or something.” 

What she learned is that the 
religious right, rather than lead 
paint, is source of much of the ha¬ 
tred being whipped up in the 
Hate State. With incisive wit, 
Poundstone offers field notes 
from her journey in the May/June 
issue of Mother Jones magazine. 

While in Colorado Springs, 
Poundstone put up fifteen anti- 
Amendment 2 billboards through¬ 
out the city. In the large text of 
each billboard, Poundstone asks 
Colorado voters to consider this: 
“Maybe you misunderstood the 
question. No one is asking you to 
have sex with gay people, just to 
give them equal protections under 
the law.”

Waxing Homophobic 

A few months ago, the Amer¬ 
ican Family Association (AFA) 
and Christian Leaders for Respon¬ 
sible Television (CLeaR-TV) — na¬ 
tional organizations dedicated to 
defaming lesbian, gay and bisexu¬ 
al people — launched a boycott 
against the S. C. Johnson Wax 
company. Why? Because, accord¬ 
ing to the AFA, Johnson Wax is 
one of the “leading sponsors” of 
television programs filled with 
“filth.” The AFA is pressuring 
Johnson Wax to stop buying ad 
time during such programs as 
Golden Palace, which — the AFA 
asserts—is well-known for its “les¬ 
bian innuendo.” 

Unfortunately, it now appears 
that the AFA has managed to in¬ 
undate Johnson Wax with calls 
and letters, and the company 
might be caving in to the bigots’ 
demands. Thomas R. Conrardy, 
of Johnson Wax’s Consumer Re¬ 
source Center, recently stated: 
“We share the concerns of the 
American Family Association and 
its subsidiary CLeaR-TV. ... We 


have communicated with the 
AFA/CLeaR-TV and we’ve sent 
them lists of television programs 
that we purposely avoided adver¬ 
tising on because we felt their 
content was inappropriate.” 

Encourage Johnson Wax to re¬ 
sist the homophobes and to con¬ 
tinue supporting quality television 
programs with lesbian, gay, and 
bisexual content. Also, ask for a 
copy of the company’s Advertis¬ 
ing Policy, as well as copies of the 
“lists” given to AFA members.

The Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association has 
rejected an advertisement for 
a national lesbian and gay 
medical society, according to 
the physician’s group. 

The American Association 
of Physicians For Human 
Rights attempted to place the 
full-page $7,000 ad warning 
physicians about the negative 
consequences of homophobia, 
but JAMA nixed the copy, 
saying it was “political” and 
“unscientific.” 

JAMA ’s censorship was 
condemned by AAPHR Exec¬ 
utive Director Benjamin 
Schaltz, who pointed out that 
the journal had previously ac¬ 
cepted ads from pharmaceuti¬ 
cal manufacturers criticizing 
drug price controls and ads 
from the military recruiting 
physicians. 

“For gay physicians, ex¬ 
cluded by the military’s anti¬ 
gay policies, military recruit¬ 
ment ads in JAMA are intense¬ 
ly political. It is hypocritical 
for JAMA to accept ads. 
from those who discriminate 
against gay physicians but to 
reject ads that attempt to ex¬ 
pose such discrimination,” 
Schatz told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“It’s absurd for a publica¬ 
tion that has accepted ads ex¬ 
tolling the health benefits of 
Cocoa Crispies and fast food, 


to reject an ad from a physi¬ 
cian’s group as unscientific,” 
he said. Schatz said the 
AAPHR advertisement was 
“a sober scientific discussion 
of pressing health issues such 
as teen suicide, anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, substance abuse, and 
misdiagnoses of gay patients 
by poorly informed physi¬ 
cians.” 

“The biased rejection by a 
medical journal of an ad crit¬ 
icizing homophobia in 
medicine dramatically under¬ 
scores the very need for the 
ad. The fact is that homopho¬ 
bia is a health hazard and all 


physicians have an ethical 
obligation to combat it. 
AAPHR will continue to be 
in the forefront of these ef¬ 
forts,” said Larry Prater, 
M.D., an Oklahoma physician. 

Prater, president of 
AAPHR, urged gay and les¬ 
bian physicians and medical 
students to attend the annual 
meeting of the American 
Medical Association in Chica¬ 
go June 13-15 to show their 
support for a resolution op¬ 
posing sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination by the AMA. 
Such a resolution has been re¬ 
jected four times by the 
group. ▼

AIDS Activists Scatter Ashes 
On the Floor of the Capitol

The ashes of a San Fran¬ 
cisco gay man who died of 
AIDS were laid to rest in 
Washington, D.C, the day af¬ 
ter the historic March on 
Washington last month, but 
they weren’t scattered at sea 
or placed in an urn — they 
were dumped on the floor of 
the United States Senate. 

That’s what Ricky Weil 
said he wanted as he lay dy¬ 
ing last December, according 
to his former wife and best 
friend of 20 years, Carol 
Kleinmaier. 

“It was important to both 
of us,” Kleinmaier told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

At about 2 p.m. on April 
26, Kleinmaier and Peter 
Brown, Jason Bishop, and 
Ray Russ — better known to 
local AIDS activists as ‘Barbie 
Jesus’ — arrived at the Senate 
for a tour conducted by a 
Senate tour guide. 

“There were a lot of peo¬ 
ple on the floor, but the Sen¬ 
ate was not in session. There 
were just visitors,” Klein¬ 
maier said. 

Despite the fact that an es¬ 
timated one million lesbians 
and gays were in the capitol 
for the March, there were 
very few gay people touring 
the Senate the day after, she 
said. 

“It was mostly school kids 
and tourists,” Kleinmaier 
said. 

As the tour entered a bal¬ 
cony gallery area where visi¬ 
tors sit and watch the Senate 
conduct its business, Klein¬ 
maier and her friends waited 
until they could take the ac¬ 
tion. 

“We stood up and dumped 
the ashes and tossed our fly¬ 
ers into the air. They fell 50 
or 60 feet to the Senate floor. 
It was beautiful,” she said 

The reaction of the tour 
guide surprised Kleinmaier. 

“She said, ‘Oh sir, you 
shouldn’t desecrate the hall of 
the Senate,” Kleinmaier, a les¬ 
bian, recalled with a laugh. 

Senate guards and federal 
police were called, and as the 
activists moved to another 
area to wait for the police, the 
scene was cordoned off and 
the rest of the tourists were 
moved to another part of the 
gallery. 

“At one point, as soon as it 
happened and they had left 
the area, one of the guards 
asked me if I was part of the 
thing and said I had to leave,” 
said Peter Brown, Weil’s 
lover. 

Brown’s role in the non-vi¬ 
olent civil disobedience was 
to act as an observer to see 
that the activists were not 
roughed up —- and to bail 
them out of jail, if necessary. 

And, said Brown, even one 
of the guards, a sergeant, told 
his fellow officers that he was 
sympathetic toward the quar¬ 
tet, understood the reasons 
for the action, and advocated 
for the group’s release. 

It turns out bail wasn’t 
needed. 

Discussions among the two 
law enforcement agencies 
turned up no charges on 
which to arrest the group, so 
after 20 minutes, the activists 
were let go and no charges 
were filed. 

“It was probably the most 


emotionally intense act of civ¬ 
il disobedience that I’ve ever 
done,” said Jason Bishop. 

Bishop said he “was blown 
out of the water” when he 
overheard the police sergeant 
explain to colleagues that he 
understood the reasons for the 
action. 

The flyers the group scat¬ 
tered with Weil’s ashes ex¬ 
plained that the action was 


also about “the ashes of our 
friends and lovers and moth¬ 
ers and fathers,” as well as a 
way on honoring Weil’s 
request. 

Kleinmaier said that al¬ 
though she had been “scared 
as hell” about the action, that 
confronting her fear directly 
“was totally liberating.” 

“I know why I did it and I 
feel very clear about it,” she 
said.V

For Gay Bay Area Man: 

Holocaust Coincidence 
Echoes Across Decades, Nations

A compellingly dramatic 
feature of the newly-opened 
Holocaust Museum in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., brought the hor¬ 
ror of the Nazi death camps 
unexpectedly into the life of 
gay Bay Area resident Karl 
Lange. Even more startling 
for Lange was discovering the 
circumstances of rabid re¬ 
venge the Nazis were wreak¬ 
ing right up to the fall of 
Berlin, because of the assassi¬ 
nation attempt on Hitler in 
July 1944, and how that re¬ 
venge impacted upon his own 
family. 

Lange might never have 
known the story if not for the 
Holocaust Musum and a sur¬ 
prising vital link: the appear¬ 
ance in the April 27 New 
York Times of an article on 
the museum’s opening. The 
Times story concentrated on 
one first-day vistor to the mu¬ 
seum, a gay American of Ger¬ 
man ancestry named Skip 
Krenke. 

Part of the procedure at 
the museum is to match visi¬ 
tors with the identities of 
known holocaust victims. The 
28-year-old Krenke was 
matched with a German ho¬ 
mosexual of his age — named 
Karl Lange! 

The Times related how 
Krenke, as Karl Lange, expe¬ 
rienced the barren boxcar in 
which the victims were car¬ 
ried to the death camp, plus 
the gassing chamber, the 
movies of the victims of 
Hitler’s Final Solution, and 
some precious personal arti¬ 
facts of the annihilated Jews, 
gyspsies, anti-Nazis of all 
kinds, and gays, all of whom 
were exterminated in the 
most hideous massacre of our 
century. 

Krenke himself stated in 
the article his own relation to 
what the Nazis did: “My 
grandfather is still like that. 
He hates Jews, blacks, and ho¬ 
mosexuals. He can’t under¬ 
stand that my best friend is 
Jewish.” 

For our local Lange the 
Times article was a shocking 
surprise, as he learned there 
was — for him, as for Krenke 
— a family link. First, his 


grandfather, an American cit¬ 
izen of German ancestry, was 
apparently swept up by the 
Nazis in Paris some time in 
the midst of the war, and ev¬ 
idence from post-Nazi Ger¬ 
man archives shows that he 
was executed in Dachau in 
1944. It is a puzzle to Lange 
why he was there when he 
could have been in safety 
with a relative in Berne, 
Switzerland. 

Then a cousin, Count Al¬ 
brecht Von Bernsdorf, was 
marched out into an open 
field near Berlin and shot in 
the back of the head by the 
SS, even as the city was be¬ 
ing overwhelmed by the 
Russsian army. Von Berns¬ 
dorf, an Anglophilic Rhodes 
scholar, and a gay man, ac¬ 
cording to an Advocate in 
the early ’70s, had been part 
of the plot to assassinate 
Hitler. 

The attempt was made in 
July 1944 — and failed. The 
conspirators, who were work¬ 
ing with Von Bernsdorf’s 
longtime friend Adam von 
Trotta, were all rounded up 
and executed. This event was 
the culmination of an anti- 
Nazi effort that went on for 
years, as reported in A Good 
German, a biography of Von 
Trotta by the British journal¬ 
ist Giles Macdonough. 

Lange also has seen 
evidence that Von Bernsdorf s 


family, all through the Nazi 
regime, helped Jewish fami¬ 
lies get their money and 
worldly goods out of Ger¬ 
many. 

Lange himself is of multi¬ 
racial ancestry. The non-Ger¬ 
man half of his background is 
Polynesian, Chamorro, Span¬ 
ish, and American Indian. Al¬ 
though his major career has 
been in education, both be¬ 
fore and after WW II, he has 
also been an army officer 
with a specialty in Japanese 
translation and intelligence, 
and for a two-year period in 
the early ’50s, a Franciscan 
friar. 

In his Bay Area life he has 
been friend to scores of peo¬ 
ple, including the outstanding 
poet Robert Duncan, who 
was his college roommate, 
and Pat Bond, the perfor¬ 
mance artist. 

Would Lange like to meet 
Skip Krenke? “Yes,” he 
replied immediately. “That 
could be most interesting.” 
And the next time he is in 
Washington, D.C., he intends 
to visit the Holocaust Muse¬ 
um. 

Asked what relevance he 
sees between the Holocaust 
gay experience and gay life 
today, especially for the 
young, Lange replied, “The 
threat is always there!” ▼

Not Your 

Garden Variety Bigot

S enator Jesse Helms’s re¬ 
cent characterization of 
HUD honcha nomi¬ 
nee/San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Roberta Achtenberg 
as a “damn lesbian” has taken 
bigotry to a new high (or new 
low, depending how you view 
such things). When asked to 
justify his pejorative barb, 
Helms defended himself by 
saying “she’s not a garden va¬ 
riety lesbian, she’s a political 
activist, mean lesbian.” 

As is so often the case, this 
attempt at clarification only 
escalated the situation. Ever 
the generous debater, I tried

to figure out if there were 
some non-offensive way to in¬ 
terpret the curmudgeonly, ho¬ 
mophobic North Carolina sen¬ 
ator’s remarks. 

If Helms is implying that a 
“garden variety’’ lesbian 
would be okay by him, then 
this represents significant 
progress on his part. It means 
that he doesn’t oppose all les¬ 
bians, just the non-garden va¬ 
riety ones. Unfortunately, I 
can’t seem to find any self- 
proclaimed “garden variety” 
lesbians. Lesbian friends of 
mine say the phrase sounds 
intrinsically derogatory. 

“I think that when he says 
‘garden variety’ lesbian he 
just means ‘closeted’ lesbian,” 
said my friend Jill. If she’s 
right — and I suspect she must 
be — then Helms is basically 
opposed to any and all open, 
“out” lesbians. Helm’s subse¬ 
quent protests about Achten¬ 
berg presenting her domestic 


partner to Congress (“she’s 
rubbing our faces in it!”) tends 
to support that interpretation. 

And where does Helm’s 
odd fascination with “political 
activist, mean lesbians” 
(henceforth: “PAM-lesbians”) 
come from? “Maybe he met 
(unpopular City Hall lesbian 
politico] Jean Harris and con¬ 
fused her with Achtenberg,” 
suggested another (non-gar¬ 
den variety) lesbian. The pug¬ 
nacious Harris, who claims 
that any assertive woman in 
politics is likely to be labeled 
“mean,” seems to better fit 
Helms’s “PAM-lesbian” de¬ 
scription. Achtenberg herself 
has a surprising mellow repu¬ 
tation for a member of San 
Francisco’s Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. 

Lesbian Lexicography 

Still, we are glad to see 
that Helms didn’t incorrectly 
use the phrase “political les¬ 
bian” to signify “political ac¬ 
tivist.” A “political lesbian,” in 
the current usage, is a primar¬ 
ily heterosexual woman who 
espouses and/or engages in 
homosexual sex as an act of 
solidarity with feminism and 
a rejection of patriarchal sex¬ 
ual values. Once popular 
among Ivy League sorts in 
the ‘80s, the phenomenon 
seems to have faded in recent 
years despite a small boost 
from the purported ultra-safe¬ 
ty (re: AIDS) of lesbian sex. 

For some reason the corre¬ 
sponding identity of a “politi¬ 
cal gay,” or a heterosexual 
man engaging in homosexual¬ 
ity as an act of solidarity, is 
much rarer. Apparently few 
males are amenable to the no¬ 
tion of sex as a political State¬

(They should also not be confused with the militant sapphic anti¬ 
nuke group “Lesbians for Hydroelectric Power,” who are some¬ 
times informally referred to as “dam lesbians,” too.) 

“Garden Variety " or “green thumb" lesbians: highly domes¬ 
tic lesbians devoted to their organic and/or macrobiotic gardens. 
They recycle, compost and use eco-sensitive pest control tech¬ 
niques (instead of heavy sprayings of toxic pesticides). They 
drive sensible Little Dyke Pickups (LDPs) — or occasionally very 
old and very large American pick-up trucks — which tend to be 
decorated with flower designs in day-glo paint. They rarely have 
time, like southern senators do, to promote discriminatory leg¬ 
islation. And nobody grows better tomatoes. 

“MeanLesbians": Elaine Wuornos, the Florida prostitute 
who killed several of her abusive “johns” is the real-life exem¬ 
plar of this type. “Hothead Paisan” from the zine of the same 
name, a psychotic lesbian from Hell who can make neo-Nazis 
burst into flames just by looking at them, is Elaine’s fictional 
counterpart. Unlike all those fags in all those old (and not so old) 
movies who shrivel up and/or commit suicide when “outed” or 
queer-bashed, Mean Lesbians — sometimes known as “Basic In¬ 
stinct" Lesbians -— respond to harassment with at least equal 
force. For many people, this notion is scarier than the sight of 
General Schwartzkopf assaulting an all-you-can-eat buffet

But we are dismayed at 
Helms’s lumping together of 
Political Activism with Mean¬ 
ness. We know many politi¬ 
cally active lesbians who are 
entirely cheerful and friendly 
almost all of the time. We 
also know a few lesbians who 
are just plain mean but have 
no interest or involvement in 
political activism. Is Helms 
implying here that any and all 
“activists” are a priori 
“mean?” 

Alas, he probably is. To a 
raving homophobe like 
Helms, any “out” queer is de 
facto offensive. Only a closet¬ 
ed homosexual is acceptable 


to him, and then only because 
he can’t see them. I suspect 
he’d have no sympathy or 
support for a closeted (“gar¬ 
den variety”) homo who was 
involuntarily “outed.” 

If nothing else, the current 
high-profile congressional de¬ 
bates on homosexuality will 
have the effect of educating 
legislators on the ins and outs 
of lesbian lexicography and 
queer semantics. Dixiecrat 
fossil Senator Strom Thur¬ 
mond embarrassed himself 
on national TV when, in the 
course of denouncing gays in 
the military, he demonstrated 
that he doesn’t know what 
the term “sodomy” means. It 


was a sorry spectacle, but the 
mere sight of Senator Thur¬ 
mond talking dirty — even if 
he didn’t know what he was 
talking about — made my day.

where the gun might be 
pointed. If Freud were alive 
today, would he be suggesting 
that straight men opposing 
the ban are suffering from 
rape fantasies? 

Norm and other support¬ 
ers are not digging very deep 
to find the reason that polar¬ 
ization occurs when soldiers 
are openly gay or lesbian: 
“For whatever reason, the or¬ 
ganization is divided into a 
majority who oppose, a small 
minority who approve, and 
other groups who either don’t 
care or just wish the problem 
would go away.” 

Openly gay military per¬ 
sonnel are not the cause of 
any real or perceived troop 
drop in morale — bigotry is. 
The reason for dissention in 
the troops is the military’s 
failure, not the shortcomings 
of lesbian and gay soldiers. 

Schwarzkopf’s testimony 
offers about as convincing an 
argument for a federal gay

attitudes that I’ve encountered 
in the American people.” 

If attitudes interfere with 
the military’s ability to 
achieve cohesion and order — 
to be all that they can be — 
then it is the military’s obliga¬ 
tion to change attitudes. The 
military prides itself on its 
ability to train its personnel. 

I, for one, hope that I will 
never have to use half of what 
I learned in Basic Training. 

But, in times like these — 
when my alma mater gives a 
national platform to one of 
the most powerful voices op¬ 
posing the ban, when bigoted 
U.S. senators slander Roberta 
Achtenberg loudly enough for 
the full Senate to expose her 
to the possibility of a Repub¬ 
lican filibuster, when the U.S. 
military actively encourages a 
“don’t tell, we won’t ask” pol¬ 
icy while talking about honor 
and then blames the homoha¬ 
tred in its ranks on the few, 
the proud lesbians and gay 
men serving their country — 
well, at times like these, it’s 
hard to remain a pacifist. 

But if all else fails, it's 
comforting to know that I 
graduated from Basic Train¬ 
ing with the distinction of be¬ 
ing named “Cadet of the Bat¬ 
talion,” at Fort Knox, Ken¬ 
tucky, in 1980.

NIH Nixes 
Bitter Melon Trial

The one hope for a human 
clinical trial of bitter melon, 
an Asian plant that re¬ 
searchers have found to inhib¬ 
it the replication of HIV in 
the test tube, may have been 
permanently shelved on the 
basis of information emanat¬ 
ing from the National Insti¬ 
tutes for Health (NIH). 

The clinical trial on MAP 
30, a bitter melon extract dis¬ 
covered in 1990 by re¬ 
searchers at the New York 
University Medical Center, 
was to have been conducted 
by Search Alliance, a Los An¬ 
geles-based research organiza¬ 
tion that explores the benefits 
of experimental drugs and 
treatments for HIV and 
AIDSrelated opportunistic in¬ 
fections. In announcing the 
cancellation of the project, 
Search Alliance quoted NIH 
information that “although 
laboratory data was some¬ 
what positive, there are sub¬ 
stantial problems with toxici¬ 
ty under prolonged use.” 

Such a claim by NIH has 
come under fire from PWAs 
and advocates of alternative 
medicine since no human tri¬ 
als have ever been conducted 
on MAP 30. Bitter melon user 
D.S. Strano of San Francisco 
has been looking forward to 
the MAP 30 clinical trial. He 
sees its cancellation as evi¬ 
dence of NIH’s lukewarm in¬ 
terest in the development of 
alternative therapies for HIV 
infection. 

“Because these alternative 
therapies do not have the 
backing of pharmaceutical 
companies, little is done to 
gather the documentation 
needed to stimulate research 
organizations like Search Al¬ 
liance to undertake controlled 
clinical studies,” Strano told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The 
resulting danger is that 
PWAs who choose these al¬ 
ternative therapies do so 
without the information nec¬ 
essary to make informed 
treatment decisions. It is time 
the NIH recognize that PWAs 
like myself are putting their 
lives on the line.” 

Aside from MAP 30, two 
other proteins extracted from 
bitter melon, alpha momor- 
charin and beta momorcharin, 
are known to inhibit HIV pro¬ 
tein expression in infected im¬ 
mune cells, in vitro. Many 
other scientific studies, as 
well as a growing body of 
anecdotal evidence, point to 
the antiviral, antitumor, and 
immune-strengthening prop¬ 
erties of bitter melon. 

Like Strano, some 30 HIV 
and AIDS patients in San 
Francisco — plus many more 
in Los Angeles, Seattle, New 
York, Texas, and Honolulu — 
have been experimenting on 
a bitter melon home protocol 
established by Stanley Rebul- 
tan of Los Angeles, the per¬ 


son credited with first using 
bitter melon as treatment for 
his HIV infection. The proto¬ 
col consists of oral ingestion 
and retention enemas of juice 
and tea extracted from bitter 
melon fruit, seeds, leaves and 
vines. 

Anecdotal claims by Re- 
bultan and other bitter melon 
users point to marked im¬ 
provements in CD4, CD4 per¬ 
centages and T4:T8 ratios, 
some claim that bitter melon 
has cured their bacterial and 
other HIV-related infections. 

Based on their personal ex¬ 
periments with bitter melon, 
Strano and Rebultan submit¬ 
ted separate abstracts to the 
Ninth International AIDS 
Conference in Berlin this 
June, but neither was accept¬ 
ed. A third abstract co-au- 
thored by Rebultan and Dr. 
Qingcai Zhang was also ex¬ 
cluded from the conference. 

Dr. Zhang, author of a 
book on Compound Q, is best 
known for his efforts to com¬ 
bine Chinese and Western 
medicine. About 100 of his 
AIDS patients have been self- 
administering bitter melon. A 
preliminary report with some 
case studies, authored by 
Zhang, was published in the 
Journal of Naturopathetic 
Medicine in early 1992. The 
Natural, Alternative, Tradi¬ 
tional, Complementary (NATC) 
Caucus of the International 
AIDS Society expressed dis¬ 
appointment that none of the 
bitter melon abstracts have 
been accepted at the AIDS 
conference. The NATC ac¬ 
knowledged that “bitter mel¬ 
on seems to be the most 
promising plant in the field.” 

Ironically, the Fifth Inter¬ 
national AIDS Conference (in 
1989) also refused the presen¬ 
tation of research on Com¬ 
pound Q, which was at that 
time the most talked-about 
new AIDS drug. Trichosan- 
thes kirilowii, from which 
Compound Q is extracted, be¬ 
longs to the same Cucur- 
bitacea family as momordica 
charantia, otherwise known 
as bitter melon. 

These developments not¬ 
withstanding, there has been 
no let-up in the efforts of bit¬ 
ter melon users and research 
advocates across the nation to 
demand more bitter melon re¬ 
search. Their informal net¬ 
working is moving towards 
the formation of a national 
task force which, they hope, 
would constitute a stronger 
voice in advocating for more 
scientific answers to their 
questions about this Asian 
plant, which they believe has 
much potential as an inexpen¬ 
sive treatment for HIV. 

“If what it takes to have 
our goal achieved,” Strano 
stressed to the BA.R., “is to 
bring our case to the research 
community in Asia or else¬ 
where outside the U.S., then 
we will do just that.”V

W here would 

George ever find 
another Vera? 
Where would 

Vera ever find another 
George? 

For over 20 years, George 
and Vera Loskutoff, a straight 
couple from the peninsula, 
have been kicking up their 
heels in the gay clubs of San 
Francisco. You can find them 
every Sunday night at Plea- 
suredome, and although they 
may look as old as your 
grandparents, at heart, they’re 
the youngest pair in the 
crowd. 

According to George, ev¬ 
ery so often a club kid per¬ 
haps one-third his age will ap¬ 
proach him and ask, “Why 
are you here? Do you know 
where you are?” 

For future reference, 
George and Vera know exact¬ 
ly where they are. They were 
tearing up Polk Street when 
current clubophiles were still 
learning how to spell. 

Birthday Boy 

This January 1, George 
will turn 70. He was born in 
1924 in a small Russian vil¬ 
lage. After fleeing the Bolshe¬ 
viks in the early 1930s, his 
family lived as refugees in 
Syria and Damascus before 
settling in Persia during 
World War II. George immi¬ 
grated to the United States in 
1948, settling in San Francis¬ 
co’s Potrero Hill where he 
met Vera, also a Russian, 
who played the organ at the 
Russian Orthodox Church. 
The young couple eloped, 
married in Reno, and the 
magic began. 

George and Vera always 


lived in the fast lane. George 
started racing speedboats in 
the 1960s and Vera water- 
skied. Then, in the mid- ’70s 
during one of his races, 
George’s boat flipped over in 
an accident, leaving him 
bedridden with an injury. 
Vera remembers, “When 
George’s boat flipped, I was 
lost. I couldn’t find anything 
to do until I came across an 
ad in the paper. A couple 
named Gary and Gloria Poole 
— U.S. Disco Champs, 1978 — 
were giving lessons on how to 
disco dance at the Airport 
Marina, a hotel here on the 
peninsula. George was recov¬ 
ering and he couldn’t move 
his arm, but he said, ‘go!’ So I 
went. I came home and said, 
‘George, you would really, re¬ 
ally like this.’ And that’s how 
we got started.” 

Once George recovered, 
the couple tried all the hot 
spots of the early disco days. 
Vera recalls, “There was 
Chingo’s, Orphan Annie’s 
here in San Mateo, and Ques¬ 
tion, in Burlingame. The first 
time I walked in there they 
were playing ‘Voyage,’ and I 
thought, ‘Oooh! What is this 
wonderful music?’ So George 
would boat race or we would 
water ski, and then we’d 
come home and go out to Or¬ 
phan Annie’s.” 

Soon, George and Vera 
grew impatient with the mu¬ 
sic. “We had to find better 
music, better places to go,” 
Vera explains. They migrated 
to Studio West in the days be¬ 
fore it turned gay, and com: 
peted in all kinds of disco 
contests, George with a mata¬ 
dor’s cape and Vera with a 
fan. 

Then, they found Tro- 
cadero.

“You know, 
when we were 
young, we 
never thought 
we would get 
old," says 
Vera. "And all 
of a sudden, 
we re on the 
other side." 


“We were home!” Vera 
exclaims with a smile, her 
eyes blissfully closed. “We 
found the gay clubs, we found 
the Troc, and the wonderful 
music, the deejay’s mixing, 
that was us! We’re not gay, 
but that was definitely us. 

“The music at the Troc, it 
was incredible. That was 1980 
or ’81. Mike Lewis and Craig 
Maury were the deejays. 
Then Trip Ringwald came 


on. He was wonderful, won¬ 
derful, wonderfullllll! And 
the energy there! If it was 
gay, if it was straight, we 
didn’t care. When it comes 
right down to it, where are 
we? We’re in the music. If 
it’s good music and the dee- 
jays are mixing well, we go. 
We loooove good music. And 
it just so happens, the gays 
have the rhythm. Our best 
times were in the gay clubs.” 

The couple’s home is filled 
with hundreds of disco 
records, meticulously catego¬ 
rized by Vera, as well as two 
turntables and a mixer. Vera 
is an accomplished, although 
modest, disc jockey. “The mu¬ 
sic I mix myself, the majority 
of it is hi-energy. Hi-energy is 
where it’s at,” she says. “I 
don’t want to offend anyone, 
but I wish artists nowadays 
knew how to count. Eight 
beats, please. Today’s music 
is missing the beats. I don’t 


have to know the record, but 
I want the beat.” 

In the Mix 

The deejays at Pleasure- 
dome have asked Vera to mix 
with them, but so far, she has 
declined. “No, I’m chicken. 
All those people!” she ex¬ 
claims and looks down with a 
modest smile. “I listen to 
those deejays and they’re so 
perfect. At my age, I have to 
be perfect before I can get up 
there. The crowd wants to 
hear techno, house; I’m a mix¬ 
ture of everything. I like old 
disco, I like new stuff, house, 
even rock and roll. I just 
bought a new one by Mick 
Jagger, but it’s not easy to 
mix with.” 

Lately, Vera’s had some 
trouble with her neighbors. 
George bought Vera a disco 
ball, which hangs in the living 
room near all the records and 
(Continued on page 38)

Physique '93 at Lowell High 

Bodies in Motion

I n the process of inter¬ 
viewing bodybuilders re¬ 
cently, I was reminded 
that San Francisco’s gay 
and lesbian physique show, 
which for audiences may be 
about good-looking bodies, 
goes much deeper for the par¬ 
ticipants. It’s an enriching, 
transformational experience, 
involving goal-setting, disci¬ 
pline, and a growing self-con¬ 
fidence, on or offstage, in cre¬ 
ating our reality and control¬ 
ling our own lives. Providing 
an opportunity for athletes 
and potential athletes to expe¬ 
rience this process via the 
gay/lesbian competition is 
probably Arcadia Bodybuild¬ 
ing Society’s (ABS) greatest 
ongoing accomplishment. 
ABS has also acted as an 


example for other cities, such 
as Dallas, which produced its 
first gay/lesbian contest in 
1991. This year Seattle will 
present its first show on July 
4. In addition, on June 12, a 
contest will be held at the 
Russian River to kick off that 
community’s Gay Pride 
Week. 

However, back at home, 
“there’s trouble in River 
City.” First, there has been a 
gradual shift in leadership. 
Board members of Arcadia 
Bodybuilding Society who 
had been with Physique from 
its inception have slowly 
dwindled in numbers. The co¬ 
founder and original presi¬ 
dent stepped down two years 
ago and various others have 
either gone on to other things 
or have less time to give to 
the organization. The accrued 


collective experience of these 
past members is lost in the 
process, and new members 
are left to relearn the lessons. 

Volunteer Burn-out 

Burn-out is quite a factor 
in this organization, because 
there is an enormous amount 
of work to be done and never 
enough people to do it. While 
ABS usually receives a fair 
amount of dedicated volun¬ 
teers to help with the yearly 
physique contest, that is but 
the tip of the iceberg in terms 
of workload and the neces¬ 
sary man/woman-hours re¬ 
quired year-round. Through¬ 
out the years a mere handful 
of people have organized 
fundraisers (the physique 
show is the largest, but only 
one of many); led seminars on 
(Continued on page 51)

If Foster is gay, a rumor 
she has not denied, perhaps 
this would be a nice opportu¬ 
nity to come out of the closet. 

Speak of the devil: in the 
June Vanity Fair, architec¬ 
tural chameleon of the 20th 


Century, Philip Johnson fi¬ 
nally comes out of the closet 
at age 86. He not only ac¬ 
knowledges his lover of 33 
years, David Whitney, but 
he also confesses his fascist 
past. Johnson admits that his 
architectural contributions to 
San Francisco (Neiman Mar¬ 
cus and 101 California, among 
others) are “no good.” But the 
most interesting revelation is 
the Johnson/Whitney house 
rule: every time Johnson for¬ 
gets to take his Prozac, he has 
to pay his lover five bucks. 

Movieline suggests that 
“these days the word ‘three’ 
seems to signify a sexually 
ambiguous relationship.” 
They cite the inoffensive but 
also not very interesting 
Three of Hearts, starring 
William Baldwin, Kelly 
Lynch and Sherilyn Fenn, 
about two lesbians and a gigo¬ 
lo, and the upcoming Three¬ 
some. But the real link is 
that these two “ambiguous” 
movies star Baldwin brothers: 
Threesome stars Stephen 
Baldwin in love with Lara 
Flynn Boyle, and Josh 
Charles in love with Bald-' 
win. Now only big bro Alec 
Baldwin has yet to put his 
name on something queer. 
We’re waiting. 


And what does Movieline 
cover bomb Sharon Stone 
think of all the lesbian roles 
in movies all of a sudden? “A 
short-lived trend,” she pre¬ 
dicts. “You’ve certainly come 
to the wrong girl for details 
on this one, haven’t you?” 
she responds with what 
Movieline calls a “wry look.” 
And speaking of William 
Baldwin, what does Stone 
think of Baldwin’s recent in¬ 
terview extolling lipstick les-

bians? “Well, he may be a 
lesbian,” she laughs. Sharon is 
so hip. 

Certified Ad Services of 
Fresno, the printer of last 
year’s catalog for the gay film 
fest, refused to print this 
year’s catalog cover because it 
contained a photo of ... two 
men kissing. The horror! Cer¬ 
tified Ad Services press work¬ 
ers evidently found the ad of¬ 
fensive. What’s ironic is that 
the same photo already ap¬ 
pears all over San Francisco 
in bus shelters, and on posters 
for the Stop AIDS campaign. 
Local printers, Honeywell 
and Todd have taken on the 
catalog which should be avail¬ 
able tomorrow at the Castro 
Theatre.

Jaye Davidson, now 
playing in a GAP ad near 
you, said in an interview that 
he wasn’t interested in acting 
again. But New York maga¬ 
zine says the producers of the 
Will Rogers Follies are look¬ 
ing for somebody to replace 
Marla Maples once she be¬ 
comes too pregnant to work, 
and that they have ap¬ 
proached Davidson about tak¬ 
ing over the role.

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Sex Again

S ex Is ... is 80 minutes 
of talking heads, talk¬ 
ing about gay sex. For¬ 
tunately, director Marc 
Huestis has chosen some in¬ 
teresting heads to do the talk¬ 
ing. (Unfortunately, although 
included in the cast, Huestis’ 
head isn’t one of the interest¬ 
ing ones.) 

Huestis’ film has been ap¬ 
pearing in bits and pieces 
over the past couple of years 
here in San Francisco, and it 
just won the Audience Prize 
for best gay film in the Berlin 
Festival. Huestis envisions his 
documentary as “a reality- 
based dialogue that will serve 
as a tool to promote public 
education regarding gay 
men,” but his film is too dark 
and quirky to serve such high- 
minded goals. This is its 
strength, which no doubt ex¬ 
plains its appeal to the Ger¬ 
mans. 

Question Man 

Sex Is ... gets off to a shaky 
start, as its various subjects 
struggle to fill in the elipsis. 
“Sex is an intellectual force,” 
intones queer historian Gerard 
Koskovich. “It’s a constantly 
withering rose,” laments she- 
male Bambi Lake. “Sex is ... 
what is sex?” asks porn star 
Brad Phillips with a sibylline 
smirk. None of this is pro¬ 
mising; if Brad can’t tell us, 
who can? 

What becomes almost im¬ 
mediately evident, however, 
is that sex is a series of kinky 
stories. Gay sex, unlike its 
more automatic heterosexual 
counterpart, seems to be 
something invented, discov¬ 
ered, “unnatural” — something 
nurtured in secret until it ex¬ 
plodes in the lurid light of 
documentaries. While straight 
sex has to strive to be kinky, 
queer sex begins that way, in 
unholy conjunctions with reli¬ 
gion, art and death. Over and 
over, the men in Sex Is ... tell 
similar stories: sexual abuse 
by church deacons, seduction 
by a choir master, lusty love 
between seminarians. Gay sex 
thrives against and through 
the sacred. 

Huestis constructs a witty 
counterpoint to his subjects’ 
stories by interspersing bits of 
archival footage among the

monologues. For instance, 
reminiscences about sex in 
pre-AIDS San Francisco are 
set against an old black and 
white documentary obsessing 
about denizens of the city’s 
gay underground (“only at 
night do they show their true 
colors”) — which despite its 
aghast sensationalism, looks 
almost quaint in comparison 
to what really did occur. “Sex 
was everywhere,” single 
housewife Lulu recalls. 
“There were men just nurs¬ 
ing, noshing and nibbling on 
every crack, crevice, and hole 
you can find.” 

Of course at this point in 
history, all gay stories are ver¬ 
sions of one larger story, that 
of the gay movement that 
started in a riot at Stonewall 
in 1969, partied with wanton 
abandon through the 70s, and 
nearly foundered against the 


AIDS epidemic in the ’80s. As 
these men recollect them¬ 
selves in the early 1990s, their 
stories of sex are inextricably 
tied to those of pain and 
death. 


The cast biographies tell 
part of this tale. Sexually in¬ 
active Koskovich considers 
himself “homosocial” rather 
“homosexual.” Former slut 
Lulu has been celibate for 
over 8 years, while writer 
David Perry sticks to safe sex 
clubs. Larry Brinkin, once an 
outspoken critic of 
monogamy, and R. Wood 
Massi, a former frequenter of 
tearooms, are now a cheerful 
monogamous couple. 


Technique Refined 

These stories suggest that 
a once wild eroticism has 
been domesticated. But other 
stories suggest something 
stranger, that gay sexual prac¬ 
tices have become more re¬ 
fined, techniques of spirit as 
well as those of the flesh. Sev¬ 
eral men enthuse about the 
pleasures of S/M, where “or¬ 
gasm is not the point.” Black 
playwright Wayne Corbitt 
tells of the intense pleasure of 
sexually submitting to a 
white South African. At this 
point the viewer realizes 
(with relief) that queer sexual¬ 
ity continues to be taboo and 
politically incorrect. 

But the most curious thing 
about Sex Is ..., a film which 
always hovers on the verge of 
becoming another bland gay 
documentary, is the way it 
eventually emerges as a testa¬ 
ment to the disturbing pres¬ 
ence of love. When Danny 
Castellow or Wayne Corbitt 
speak of their dead lovers, we 
see not only their grief but 
the weird ways in which love 
endures. 

In fact, behind all these 
stories of sleaze, obsession 
and exuberance lurks a 
perverse heroism, one which 
can contemplate death not as 
a punishment but as a anoth¬ 
er kind of climax. “When I 
die,” says Corbitt at the end 
with a glowing grin, “I would 
like to be cremated in a 
shroud that says I HAD A 
HELL OF A GOOD TIME - 
and stick me in the fire!” It’s 
as satisfying a definition of 
sex as any. ▼

More Trash for 
Your Cash

T rash, anyone? Each 
year the S.F. Lesbian 
and Gay Film Fest 
gets bigger — and still 
sells out all seats for most of 
those new movies that let us 
see our fabulous selves on the 
screen. But what about re¬ 
claiming some of the good 
garbage among all the old 
rubbish that used to represent 
us in the days of “aren’t they 
sad and lonely and when will 
they kill themselves?” 

This year our film festival, 
at the venerable Roxie, gives 
us a chance to see two, four, 
or even 12 of these gems, one 
month before the festival 
proper begins. Welcome to 
“Frameline’s 48-Hour Lesbian 
& Gay Drive-In” with shows 
every four hours from noon 
until midnight, May 22 and 
23. Space does not permit full 
reviews of all 12 features, but 
here are some notes on a few 
old faves and a couple not 
available at your local Block¬ 
buster (boycott!). 

Outrageous Pecker 

Empire State is a 1987 of¬ 
fering from director Ron 
Peck. With its silent, inten¬ 
tionally confusing opening 
and color-mad cinematogra¬ 
phy, the film sucks us into the 
white lower class world of 
London’s East End, now be¬ 
ing gentrified. A girl in her 
blue cocktail dress survives a 
car crash. A bleached New¬ 


castle boy in blue denim ar¬ 
rives in a train terminus and 
inadvertently sets in motion 
some major criminal action. A 
lady in red (as tough as Mi¬ 
randa Richardson a full five 
years before The Crying 
Game) calls her lover a “fuck¬ 
ing wimp.” Just as you’re 
wondering what’s gay about 
this film, it moves to the torso 
of a male stripper in a huge 
queer club, and Jimmy 
Somerville is heard on the 
soundtrack. By the thriller’s 
end all the strands unite. It’s 
good bad fun. 

For those who have only 
seen the Five Lesbian Broth¬ 
ers version, or for those who 
have forgotten the pleasure of 
hearing the pixotic Shirley 
MacLaine deliver lines of bit¬ 
tersweet yearning to the love¬ 
ly Audrey Hepburn, here 
goes: 

I’m a skirt-and-blouse char¬ 
acter, we’re always in style. 
But you’re not. You’re Fifth 
Avenue, Rue de Lappe. I re¬ 
member the first time I ever 
saw you, your hair flying. I 
remember thinking, — [beat]— 
what a pretty girl! 

It almost comes as a sur¬ 
prise that William Wyler’s 
1961 film adaptation of Lillian 
Heilman’s The Children’s 
Hour is in black-and-white, 
as its memories are in full col¬ 
or. New viewing proves that 
the classic holds its own quite 
well, thank you. Nasty old 
rich bitch Fay Bainter listens 
to pig-faced spoiled brat

Karen Balkin and accuses our 
girls of “unnatural” feelings. 
Jim Garner stands by his fi¬ 
ancee, who finally wields a 
brass phallic symbol in the 
obligatory tragic climax. To¬ 
tally camp soundtrack fea¬ 
tures strings for love and Chi- 
nese-style xylophones for 
“drama.” Actually, this is 
GREAT bad melodrama, not 
to be missed. 

Chinese Leggs 

Pantyhose Heroes is a 
1990 Hong Kong gem. If 
you’ve never seen one of 


these hyper-violent paeans to 
gangster filmdom, how about 
this? In the first 120 seconds a 
nearly nude gay man and his 
lover are beaten mercilessly 
by anti-gay gangsters for the 
$10 million they have stolen; 
someone breaks a bottle in 
the face of one of the men 
and someone else bayonets 
the other through the neck. 
This is followed by a Key¬ 
stone Cops mass shootout, 
chainsaw massacres, and 
karate chops that resonate 
with full-thud FIX. We’re sev¬ 
en minutes into the film be¬ 
fore we discover it is actually 
a sex farce comedy about two 
cops (played by Samo Hung 
and Alan Tam) who must 
learn to “act gay” in order to 
catch a murderous “mental 
patient active in the gay 
world.” Stick around for the 
insanely choreographed car¬ 
toon violence of its Grand 
Guignol finale; despite truly 
bad perms, this is a great 
gory film. 

In The Strange One from 
1957, Ben Gazzara is a socio- 
pathic upperclassman in a bu¬ 
colic Southern military acade¬ 
my who bullies one four-eyed 
pipsqueak cadet, an All-Amer¬ 
ican freshman played by the 
yummy George Peppard, an 
even yummier dumb poor 
white trash punk, and a good 
ol’ boy bubba with the film-fa¬ 
miliar face of Pat Hingle. An 
outcast known as Cockroach

ODCat the Cowell 

Just Dancing

O DC’s current pro¬ 
gram, Just Dancing, 
at the dance-con¬ 
cert-perfect Cowell 
Theatre, is a mix of old and 
new for the company, as two 
world premiere pieces by KT 
Nelson join revamped ver¬ 
sions of popular dances by 
Brenda Way. 

Initially seen through a 
scrim, Way’s The Tangle ex¬ 
plores a quartet of couples in 
different relationships (as well 
as states of dress). Mae Ches- 
ney and Daniel Sanchez 
evoke a Calvin Klein under¬ 
wear ad as they move ele¬ 
gantly in short, silky robes. 
Patricia Jiron and Brian Fish¬ 
er, not quite dressed for a for¬ 
mal affair, perform a playful 
tango that bounces, breaks, 
and kicks. KT Nelson and 
Robert Moses summon suffo¬ 
cation as he manipulates her 
doll-like body and covers her 
eyes. A Coppelia-like Shan¬ 
non Mitchell pairs with 
Mikko Nissinen (of the San 
Francisco Ballet) in a blend of 
technical grace and comic 
awkwardness. 

The epilogue to this family 
portrait of the range of male- 
female relationships is the 
postmodern postscript of 
Suzanna Gallo’s flurry across 
the stage, reminiscent of Jules 
Feiffer’s ever-optimistic car¬ 
toon dancer. 


Fish Fusion 

River, choreographed by 
KT Nelson, is an absolutely 
gorgeouspiece — the highlight 
of the program. Mitchell (my 
favorite dancer) and Nelson 
are shimmery fish who fuse 
with the fishermen (Moses 
and Ware), pursuing the river 
as escape from their own de¬ 
humanized states. The sub¬ 
text of desire and catharsis is 
literally expressed by spoken 


words which play under the 
score/sound collage. Man 
struggles against Nature in 
the often breathtaking execu¬ 
tion of this work inspired by 
the film A River Runs 
Through It. Although one 
could read the relationship of 
man with nature as an analog 
to that of man with woman, 
this piece doesn’t contain as

highly gendered a context as 
the other pieces in the pro¬ 
gram. The same-sex duets, 
and gender-role reversals of 
lifts and support, are more ef¬ 
fective and less self-conscious 
than those thematically fo¬ 
cused on heterosexual rela¬ 
tionships. 


Some John 

Way revised her 1986 
piece, Constant Reminders, 
as John Somebody. Original¬ 
ly for two women, this ver¬ 
sion adds three male dancers 
in a fast-paced, demanding 
work with a whole lot of 
shaking going on. (This piece 
alternates programs with KT 
Nelson’s solo piece I Wanna 
Be Bad, her second world 
premiere, set to Betty Boop 
cartoon songs.) 

The program closes with 
Way’s Dirt, Part III of ODC’s

worships Gazzara, but the 
closety Italian calls him a 
“three-dollar bill.” This is 
what Sam Nunn and Johnny 
McCain’s Armed Forces Com¬ 
mittee are so afraid of. I 
couldn’t take my eyes off it, 
especially the shower scene. 

Even in 1969 That Tender 
Touch was probably ground¬ 
breaking in its open depiction 
of lesbian kisses and caresses. 
Nymphets in miniskirts ca¬ 
vort among waterfalls and 
faux Roman statuary while 
another woman in a stereo- 
typically severe wool suit re¬ 
calls a party with Tiki lamps, 
men in dark suits, ladies in 
frosted lipstick, and hideous 
’60s hairdos. SEE the sad rea¬ 
sons lesbians drank away 
three decades. REVEL in 
those hidden glances. 
LAUGH at the clueless 
boyfriend. LEER at the 
“French” maid. But the dia¬ 
logue is so atrocious (written, 
produced and directed by 
Russel Vincent) that Sinead 
O’Connor’s last album — with 
its ’50s standard “Secret 
Love” — should be used in 
place of the soundtrack. 


The film that introduced 
that Academy Award-winning 
song starred our own Doris 
Day in the title role of 
Calamity Jane. It’s on the bill, 
too, as is Caged which won 
Oscar nominations for 
Eleanor Powell and Hope 
Emerson. Who Killed Teddy 
Bear? stars the ever lovely 
Sal Mineo, who also should 
have won one. 

Surgery Optional 

Special screening note: 
Gore Vidal’s Myra Brecken- 
ridge, a transgender mile¬ 
stone listed in Leonard 
Maltin’s guide as a “BOMB — 
as bad as any movie ever 
made.” Just wait and see how 
gooood bad was in 1970. 
Don’t miss Miss Rex Reed 
and Raquel Welch taking 
turns at playing the title char¬ 
acter, plus appearances by 
John Huston, Farrah Fawcett, 
Mae West with Tom Selleck, 
and John Carradine as the 
mad doctor who does the sur¬ 
gical deed in front of a live 
audience after suggesting, 
“How about circumcision, it’d 
be cheaper?” 

In the festival’s tireless 
search for good trash, this is 
as cheap as they could possi-' 
bly get. ▼ 


Western Women, with a 
score by Bobby McFerrin and 
Voicestra. Dirt is an engag¬ 
ing, athletic piece, a three-ring 
exploration of movement, 
music and color, beginning 
with an Olympics of the Fu¬ 
ture tableau, then moving 
into a kind of “Let’s Get 
Physical” mode (Nelson even 
looks a bit like Olivia New- 
ton-John here). Ware and 
Moses do a power duet, and 
Fisher and Sanchez’s balanc¬ 
ing act elicits audible audi¬ 
ence response, all amidst ex¬ 
plosions of quartets, trios, 
pairs, solo moments and full 
company commotion. Arrest¬ 
ing configurations and high 
energy distinguish this work, 
a fitting close to a concert 
where the absolute joy of 
dancing is evident in all the 
performers. 

Just Dancing is just that — 
fine dancers doing what they 
love, and making it easy for 
us to love what they do. ▼

Kitten With a Fist

B efore seeing So ... 
You Wanna Be a 
Stripper at the 1800 
Square Feet theater 
space, the closest I had come 
to a live women’s strip show 
was the “Let Me Entertain 
You” number in Gypsy. I 
wasn’t sure what to expect 
from this show about the tri¬ 
als and tribulations of women 
in the live sex show industry 
— maybe a gritty, real-life ver¬ 
sion of “You Gotta Get a 
Gimmick.” I anticipated the 
striptease numbers, and they 
were fun. The scenes depict¬ 
ing the backstage conversa¬ 
tion and philosophizing were 
predictable but amusing. But 
the biggest surprise of the 
evening was the live girl-girl 
sex act: fist-fucking, to be pre¬ 
cise. Sondheim this is not. 

The scene is the Hot Box 
Theater. We are first intro¬ 


duced to Edie (Adrienne Fer¬ 
rari), a novice stripper making 
her debut. She comes onstage 
under a glittering disco ball 
and does her thing. The only 
problem arises when she tries 
to remove her pink panties: 
she should have put them on 
over her garters. We then fol¬ 
low Edie backstage to meet 
the “girls,” the employees 
who alternately perform on 
stage and “lap dance” with 
customers in the club. The 
backstage chatter scenes are 
broken up by stripteases and 
sex acts. The combination of 
vignette and performance 
boils down to “Love, Ameri¬ 
can Style,” only this time it’s 
on cable. 

Whitewash 

Writer and director Linda 
Serbu maintains that women 
in the sex industry are per¬ 
ceived as sluts, whores, vic¬ 
tims and drug addicts, and 
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Hardcore sex workers, giving their all at 1800 Square Feet

while some of the women in 
this show may possess some 
of these characteristics, Serbu 
makes sure we see mostly in¬ 
telligent enough, self-aware, 
empowered women who are 
doing what they need to do to 
make a living. Some like it 
more than others, but none of 
the nine women in this show 
is leading the dark, horrible, 
life one might associate with 
the sex industry. 

Serbu attempts to paint a 
realistic portrait of the legal 
sex-for-sale business, but by 
trying so hard to make the 
life seem positive, her charac¬ 
ters end up sounding like 
heart-of-gold sitcom hookers. 
Since there is little depth to 
the writing, the characters 
seem to be spouting empty 
prose. 

Despite the writing, most 
of the performances have a 
natural energy that keeps the 
show afloat. Patricia Miller as 
Anastasia is a standout, both 
in her striptease (the sexiest 
of the bunch, a feather boa 
extravaganza that begins to 
the accompaniment of “Sex 
and the Single Girl”) and in 
her performance as a den 
mother type who takes care 
of the other girls. “Treat the 
men as human beings,” she 
advises a co-worker. “Think 
of yourself as a goddess and 
love them instead of hate 
them. It’s more empowering.” 

Cheerful 

Writer/director Serbu ap¬ 
pears in the cast as Lulu, a

lesbian who loves being a 
prostitute. Her cheerful pat¬ 
ter, even while she is being 
fist-fucked by 18-year-old 
Ronie, is only one example of 
her sunny professionalism. 

Ethyl, a straight feminist 
in patent leather played by 
Eve Baldwin, sums up the 
evening’s attitude toward 


men early in the show: 
“What’s the useless piece of 
flesh at the end of a penis? A 
man.” Some of the women 
mention boyfriends, but men 
are mostly reduced to images 
defined by their slobbering, 
pathetic loneliness. 

Never offensive, though 
not for everyone, So ... You 
Wanna Be a Stripper is 
chock full of nudity — from 
the Playboy puff to Pent¬ 
house pink. The audience is 
encouraged to tip the dancers 
(they provide change before 
the show starts), and audience 
members are pulled onto the 
stage, given dildoes, and 
asked to participate in the 
girl-girl sex act. “So let me en¬ 
tertain you, and we’ll have a 
real good time, yes sir ...” T

the turntables. Vera was get¬ 
ting deep into the mix under 
the disco ball one night when 
the doorbell rang. It was the 
lady next door. “Will you 
please turn that off,” said the 
lady. “It’s after ten at night.” 

Vera smiles. “I don’t think 
there are many people like us 
in our generation,” she sug¬ 
gests airily. “In fact, George 
jokes, ‘our kids have to ex¬ 
plain us, instead of the other 
way around.’ ” On one occa¬ 
sion, the Loskutoff kids, 
Michael, 39, Sandy 36, and 
Carol 31, rented a limousine 
and went to see Mom and 
Dad dance at the End Up. 
Their children have no prob¬ 
lems with their parents’ 
lifestyle, although when they 
introduce Mom and Dad, they 
usually have some explaining 
to do. 

Memories 

Beyond the living room, 
their den is packed with 
memorabilia — a shrine span¬ 
ning an era — where George 
and Vera’s old Trocadero 
membership cards hang in 
one corner. The cards remind 
her of the trouble she and 
George sometimes had as a 
straight couple going into a 
gay club. “I should tell you 
about the time we went to 
Probe in Los Angeles,” Vera 
says, pointing to the cards. 
“We had our Trocadero cards, 
and we go there and they 
look at us. They weren’t go¬ 
ing to let us in. But we had 
our cards, and we showed 
them at the door. And they let 
us in.”

my shoes, and said, ‘Sorry, 
you can’t come in. No open¬ 
toed shoes allowed.’ We had 
the camper parked outside, 
and I went and got different 
shoes with closed toes, and 
they let us in. Whatever they 
wanted, they got it.” 

When the Loskutoffs go to 
a club, they often bring their 
fans. Fan dancing, widely 
popular in the late 70s and 
early ’80s, is a form that has 
nearly vanished. Both part¬ 
ners wave fans in the air, 
catching the glow of the disco 
lights to form shapes and pat¬ 
terns in time with the music. 
George traces the origins of 
fan dancing to a gay club in

Down Argentine Way

E va Peron is a cross 
between Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and Marilyn 
Monroe. The dyed- 
blond Eva — born illegitimate 
and poor — slept her way to 
the top, inspired the adora¬ 
tion of her nation, and 
dropped dead of cancer at the 
age of 33. Out of a possible 
100, Eva rates a solid 98 on 
the queerometer of homosex¬ 
ual allure. 

Maybe that’s why I was 
tooling around L.A. in 1980, 
heading for Greg’s Blue Dot 
with a friend while the disco 
version of Evita blared from 
his Blaupunkt. None of An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber’s musi¬ 
cals, before or since, ever 
crossed over into the gay sub¬ 
culture in quite the same way 
as Evita. 


Road Runner 

The road show version of 
this 1980 Tony Award winner 
is currently playing the Gold¬ 
en Gate Theatre, where those 
who missed the original phe¬ 
nomenon may experience a 
rough approximation of its 
glory. But Valerie Perri, in 
the title role, lacks the requi¬ 
site verve and vocal pyrotech¬ 
nics necessary to put Evita 
over the top. The young Eva 
was a latin Mona Rogers — a 
woman with so many edges, 
she could walk through a 
crowd and shred it. But Per- 
ri’s black-wigged early Eva 


looks and moves like she’s on 
her way to the mall. After 
donning a blond wig for the 
latter day saint, Perri’s ren¬ 
dering improves substantially. 

Evita is a rock opera, or 
to be more precise, a pop 
opera — rendered exclusively 
in recitative and song. Web¬ 
ber’s music and Tim Rice’s 
lyrics manage to capture, 
quite elegantly, the strange 
mixture of greed and altruism 
behind the Perons’ rise to 
power. The story is narrated 
onstage by an actor who por¬ 
trays Che Guevara, the South 
American revolutionary who 
was born in Argentina. Che, 
who actually never met Eva, 
provides a running commen¬ 
tary on the action that paral¬ 
lels the rise and fall of the 
first Peron dynasty. 

The lighting (Steve 
Cochrane) and set design (un¬ 
credited in the program) have 
been scaled down to accom¬ 
modate the tour, and the cast 
size has been reduced to 75 
percent of the original with 
little negative impact. 

Webber is at the peak of 
his form with Evita. As evi¬ 
dence, I cite “The Art of the 
Possible” (a song about poli¬ 
tics sung by generals who are 
playing musical chairs), 
“Waltz for Eva and Che” (a 
pas de deux where two peo¬ 
ple who never met get one fi¬ 
nal metaphorical waltz), and 
“Another Suitcase in Another 
Hall” (sung by Peron’s outgo¬ 
ing mistress) — all small num¬ 


bers that bear traces of musi¬ 
cal genius. The anthem, 
“Don’t Cry for Me Argenti¬ 
na,” the hummable “High Fly¬ 
ing Adored,” and the salsa 
beat of “Buenos Aires” make 
for great fun (they were the 
standouts on the disco album) 
but their predictability causes 
them to wear less well with 
time.

Nytol 

Unfortunately this produc¬ 
tion falls prey to the standard 
pitfall of road shows: som¬ 
nambulism. Things lumber 
along just fine, but there is 
only one inspired, first rate 
performance in the cast and 
that is David Brummel’s su¬ 
perlative Peron. His energy, 
stature, and vocal strength 
outshine everyone else, but 
the role is only of tertiary im¬ 
portance. In the lead parts, 
Perri as Eva and John Her¬ 


rera as Che are overwhelm¬ 
ingly adequate. The same can 
be said for the rest of the cast. 

Larry Fuller’s direction 
and choreography keep things 
interesting enough that this 
13-year-old play does not turn 
into an oldies act. The upper 
classes mince and mingle like 
Pat Sieger and Herb Caen at 
the Black and White Ball, and 


tne generals lampoon them¬ 
selves in perfect march for¬ 
mation, but the requisite ener¬ 
gy that could turn a compe¬ 
tent Evita into a stellar one 
simply isn’t there — and that’s 
the pity. ▼

Los Angeles. “There was a 
place caTled Sand Castle in 
L.A., in the late ’70s. The gays 
were going there and to Cir¬ 
cus, and to a place called Stu¬ 
dio One.” 

Vera learned to fan dance 
before George. “When we 
were going to Studio West,” 
says Vera, “we were doing 
fans in the dance contests, but 
only me, and I danced with 
only one fan. George had a 
cape, like a bullfighter. But 
when we went to Trocadero, 
George saw these guys doing 
two fans together. The fans 
were different than the ones I 
had. He said, ‘Wow, what’s 
that? Make my wife a pair!’ 
And so I got a pair. Nick and 
Jason made them. Nick 
makes beautiful fans.” 

“I saw them teaching Vera 
the fans and I wanted to try, 
too,” says George. “They 
made me a pair, and showed 
me how to hold them. 
‘George, here! Do this! Copy 
me!’ They were so helpful, 
teaching me. Nick is still 
around, but we lost Jason.” 

Missing Beats 

In fact, many of George and 
Vera’s closest friends from 
that era have died. Sifting 
through the memorabilia, 
George points to a photograph 
here, a drawing there, speaks 
a name, and grows silent. 
“Those missing beats in the 
music that Vera is always 
complaining about,” George 
remarks, “someone once said 
they’re the people who are 
gone.” 

“We would see Sylvester,” 
says Vera. “Sylvester was so 
wonderful to see in the night¬ 
clubs, just out partying. He 


looked so great, so robust. 
Then one time we saw him at 
Dreamland. He was losing a 
lot of weight, on his way out.‘ 

All the photographs and 
memorabilia sometimes re¬ 
mind George and Vera that 
they are getting older. “You 
know, when we were young, 
we never thought we would 
get old,” says Vera. “And all of 
a sudden, we’re on the other 
side. And it’s not easy to han¬ 
dle. It isn’t. Some people in 
the clubs now, they stare at us 
because we’re old, and ask, 
‘Why are you here?’ I feel like 
I’m as young as them, but I 
know I’m not. It’s just,” she 
looks at her husband, “where’d 
the years go, huh, George?” 

George is less sentimental. 
“We’re just going to keep hav¬ 
ing a good time as long as we 
can. When things start physi¬ 
cally hurting all over, then we 
can’t do it anymore. We’ll stay 
home and listen to the music. 
Or find something else.” 

Until then, you can find 
George and Vera every Sun¬ 
day night at Pleasuredome, 
with their fans. “You know,” 
says Vera, “thank goodness for 
Pleasuredome. George works 
Tuesday through Saturday, so 
we go to B-Street in San Ma¬ 
teo on Saturday nights and 
Pleasuredome on Sundays. 
We used to go dancing every 
night of the week, but now 
we’re down to that. Maybe 
when George retires, we’ll 
start going every night again, 
what do you say, George?” 

Disco music pumps softly 
in the background as Vera 
moves her hips to the beat. 
Smiling, George looks at Vera 
and quietly starts tapping his 
feet. ▼

Trading Genitals 

Cock and Bull 

by Will Self; Atlantic Monthly Press, $20

B ritish writer Will Self 
has upped the ante 
on Franz Kafka’s 
“Metamorphosis” by 
making the protagonists of 
the twin novellas Cock and 
Bull wake up to find, not 
that they’ve become cock¬ 
roaches, but that they’ve de¬ 
veloped the sex organs of 
their opposite gender. The 
human penis and vagina pack 
more of a symbolic wallop 
than a cockroach any day. 

Self’s profoundly funny 
diptych takes genderbending 
to its extreme limits. Carol, 


the newly penised housewife 
in Cock, A Novelette, finds 
that her additional genitalia 
give her a vigorous lust for 
life. Self describes her trans¬ 
formation with a very British 
sense of humor: when we 
first meet Carol, she is so sex¬ 
ually repressed that she won’t 
have a dog for a pet because 
“she had never liked the way 
that they paraded their leath¬ 
ery genitals.” Carol and Dan’s 
marriage is so routine that 
“they hardly had time to nau¬ 
seate each other.” 

Her new working organ 
frees Carol from her passive 
fate — in fact, she develops a 


macho edge that most of us 
would consider excessive. To 
reveal more would be to be¬ 
tray this wicked little novel¬ 
la’s secrets. It gives nothing 
away, however, to note that 
Self is a meticulous and great¬ 
ly gifted humorist. 


Self

I hasten to add that, curi¬ 
ously, Selfs phallocentric uni¬ 
verse does not inherently de¬ 
mean women. The fact that 
the hero(ine) of the tale hap¬ 
pens to be a woman tilts the 
scales irrevocably towards a 
feminist sensibility. Self s gen¬ 
derbending does not stop at 
Carol, it extends even to the 
details of minor characters, 
such as a man in a tight T- 
shirt who “rippled his pecs, as 
if he were about to start 
breast feeding [Carol] with 
testosterone.” 

Bull Pussy 

As delightful as Cock is, 
to my mind it is but an appe¬ 
tizer for the heartier comic 
nourishments of Bull, A 
Farce. Bull, a big-boned, rug¬ 
by-playing type of guy, dis¬ 
covers his new vagina tucked 
away behind his knee. The 
new apparatus brings with it 
a nascent sensitivity to — for 
lack of a better term — a 
woman’s needs. In Self’s 
words, “Bull taught himself 
rapidly that what his clitoris 
required was not a staccato 
pressing — like an ulcerated 


middle manager banging on a 
lift-call button — but a teasing, 
suggesting stroke.” He experi¬ 
ences getting fucked by the 
first man who discovers his 
secret orifice, his doctor. It is 
a pleasure more straight men 
might profit by. 

Self himself recognizes the 
significance of inserting a 
vagina in the likes of Bull, 
and not “some almost-Iron 
John; some acquaintance of 
Dorothy longing to become a 
friend.” By novella’s end, 
when Bull is embraced by the 
buddies on his rugger team, 
“enfolded once more by the 
smegmatic closeness of male 


camaraderie, he felt ghastly 
and fraudulent.” He is struck 
for the first time by the limi¬ 
tations of the boys’ single- 
minded pursuit of one partic¬ 
ular type of lay. In Will Selfs 
deft hands, the most unlikely 
of candidates has achieved 
the enlightenment of pansex¬ 
uality. ▼

B oots of Leather, Slip¬ 
pers of Gold is the 
history of a commu¬ 
nity dense with de¬ 
tail. Elizabeth Lapovsky 
Kennedy and Madeline D. 
Davis conducted exhaustive 
research for over 14 years, 
and theirs is a labor of love 
focusing on Buffalo’s work¬ 
ing-class lesbians and the bar 
culture of the 1940s and ’50s. 

The authors’ purpose is to 
“explore how the culture of 
resistance that developed in 
working-class, lesbian bars 
and house parties contributed 
to shaping twentieth-century 
gay and lesbian consciousness 
and politics.” Relying primar¬ 
ily upon oral histories, 
Kennedy and Davis describe 
their methodology as “ethno- 
history” — a blend of ethnog¬ 
raphy’s “intensive study of 
the culture and identity of a 
single community” with histo¬ 
ry’s “analysis of the forces 
that shaped how that commu¬ 
nity changed over time.” 

The study of the working 
class is crucial, as wealthy les¬ 
bians had little contact with 
other women, and middle- 
class lesbians maintained in¬ 
visibility to protect their jobs 
and families. Thus it was the 
working-class women who 


“pioneered ways of socializing 
together and creating inti¬ 
mate sexual relationships 
without losing the ability to 
earn a living.” 

Strong Women 

Kennedy and Davis regard 
these women as “strong and 
forceful participants in the 
growth of gay and lesbian 
consciousness and pride, and 
necessary predecessors of the 
gay and lesbian liberation 
movements that emerged in 
the late 1960s.” 

The community was most¬ 
ly white, with some mixing 
with African-American les¬ 
bians, as well as other 
minority women. There were 
some significant class distinc¬ 
tions in the patronage of the 
various bars that existed in 
Buffalo from the Second 
World War to the early 1960s. 
The bar, as the center of gay 
and lesbian communities dur¬ 
ing this period, served not 
only as the place in which les¬ 
bians could go to socialize, 
but became “a crucible for 
politics.” 

Butch-Fem 

The authors consider 
butch-fem roles as “the key 
structure for organizing 



against heterosexual domi¬ 
nance” and the “central prepo¬ 
litical form of resistance.” In 
the course of their work, they 
discovered that “in reclaiming 
the history of a working-class, 
butch-fem lesbian community, 
we were not simply challeng¬ 
ing the homophobic assump¬ 
tions and stereotypes of the 
dominant society, but also the 
political ideas about lesbians’ 
and women’s sexuality held 
by many feminists and les¬ 
bian feminists.” 

“The salience and tenacity 
of butch-fem roles in the pre- 
1970s public lesbian commu¬ 


nity derives from their func¬ 
tioning as both a powerful 
personal code of behavior and 
as an organizing principle for 
community life.” This culture 
may have reflected, but it also 
transformed, the gender sys¬ 
tem of the patriarchy. In the 
’40s in particular, “the con¬ 
trast within the butch-fem 
couple was part of the com¬ 
munity’s aesthetic sensibility.” 
In public, the butch-fem “cou¬ 
ple’s presence made the 
meaning of lesbianism explic¬ 
it.” 

Kennedy and Davis look at 
all aspects of lesbian life: the 
concept of “ki-ki” (the “nei- 
ther-nors” who “disrupted the 
butch-fem social order”); bar 
raids and police harassment 
of hutches for wearing men’s 
clothes; the ways lesbians dis¬ 
cussed and learned sexual 
practices amidst the excesses 
of alcoholism, violence and 
casual sex; the gradual racial 
integration in the bars; the 
“daisy chain gangs” of sexual 
indulgence to serial 
monogamy (the lesbian com¬ 
munity’s “alternate system of 
emotional bonding with its 
own logic and rules”); butch 


camaraderie and fern compet¬ 
itiveness; and problems faced 
by lesbian mothers and elder¬ 
ly lesbians. 

Sex and Violence 

The 1950s in particular 
were marked by violence, 
women fighting each other in 
the bars or defending them¬ 
selves against attacks by 
straight men on the streets. 
Alcoholism and economic in¬ 
stability fueled domestic vio¬ 
lence that often became pub¬ 
lic, a painful but important 
admission for many to make. 
Lesbians increasingly inte¬ 
grated with prostitutes into 
what Kennedy and Davis call 
a “complex sexual subcul¬ 
ture,” as hutches manipulated 
money from straight men in a 
number of ways, and many 
ferns supported themselves 
by turning tricks. 

As lesbians became in¬ 
creasingly visible and public, 
refusing to lead double lives, 
survival tactics became im¬ 
portant. Davis and Kennedy 
review economics, race, class, 
and the evolving hierarchy of 
the lesbian community in the 
context of the critical need for 
protection. 

The authors realize that 
“the main drawback to re¬ 
searching a community where 
we carried on our social lives 
was that we could not make a 
clear separation between 
work and personal life, plac¬ 
ing tremendous demands on 
our moral character to meet 
high ethical standards for re¬ 
search.” Thus, throughout the 
process, they took great care 
in protecting identities, mak¬ 
ing women comfortable, and 
treating “each oral history as 
a historical document.” 

They note that lesbians 
who are writers, artists, or up¬ 
per-class “are likely to leave 
creative work, diaries, letters 
or memoirs for posterity, 
while ordinary lesbians usual¬ 
ly do not.” Thus, they have 
relied upon the oral histories 
of women, and this thorough¬ 
ly researched and thoroughly 
engaging work sings with their 
voices. ▼

More Tips for 
Culture Vultures

J ust flew in from New 
York, and boy are my 
arms tired. So is my 
brain, after grappling 
with the Beuys show at 
the Modern, contemporary 
German photography at the 
new Guggenheim branch in 
Soho, and four floors of so¬ 
cially conscious art and text- 
heavy installations at this 
year’s model of the Whitney 
Biennial. Was I ever happy to 
return to San Francisco, 
where the main street is pret¬ 
ty with wild palms, the boys 
all want to be pin-ups, and 
the art is so much less de¬ 
manding. 

You’ll excuse my wise-acre 
mood, I’ve read one too many 
punch-lines from the “Joke” 
paintings in the Richard 
Prince show now hanging at 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art. There really has 
been a mad recap of the 
boom-boom ’80s in our muse¬ 
ums this year: first the Koons 
show, then Cindy Sherman at 
the Ansel Adams Center, now 
the big Prince exhibition. 
Fortunately I can report on 
some forward movement as 
well: a whole new crop of tal¬ 
ents represented in the San 
Francisco Art Institute MFA 
show, which filled the Herbst 
Pavilion at Fort Mason but 


which came down this past 
Sunday; and a collaborative 
installation/performance piece 
at Capp Street Project which 
combines dance, theatre and 
visuals. Let me take this mot¬ 
ley assortment of current art 
events one at a time.

Richard Prince 
SF Museum of Modern Art, 

401 Van Ness, through July 25

A trailblazer of the appro¬ 
priation of media images as 
an art form, Richard Prince 
began practicing “rephotogra¬ 
phy” of magazine advertise¬ 
ments and product logos in 
the 70s. His work moves a 
step beyond Pop Art in its 
relative lack of mediate 
tween its source — the 
mercial image — and its pre¬ 
sentation in the art arena. 
Prince is interested in the 
ways our sexual personae are 
sold to us from Madison Av¬ 
enue. Thus, his groupings of 
sunglassed cosmetic beauties, 
or the famous cowboys series 
(re-presentations of Marlboro 
ads) speak for themselves. 

From my gay perspective, 
I was struck by how much of 
the media which Prince 
mines, the repository of our 
most powerful cultural im¬ 


The photos, winch include 
Wells and her lover at home, 
are an eloquent rejoinder to 
right-wing hatemongers who 
would portray us as in some 
way antithetical to “family 
values.” In an art context, 
Wells’ work is a pointed re¬ 
sponse to last year’s big pho¬ 
tography show at the NY 
Modern, “Terrors of Domes¬ 
tic Pleasure,” which was 
roundly criticized for lacking 
any images of gays in its sur¬ 
vey of domestic scenes. 

The MFA show has closed, 
but images from “Home mak¬ 
ers” are included in the “Fam¬ 
ily Images” show still on view 
in the gallery at University 
High School. It is a particular 


pleasure to me that these pho¬ 
tos are on display at a high 
school, and as part of a theme 
on families. It’s all part of 
what the odious Jesse Helms 
rightly calls “the homosexual 
agenda” — of tolerance, alter¬ 
natives and inclusion.

For sheer loveliness of aes¬ 
thetic endeavor, this collabo¬ 
rative installation/perfor¬ 
mance piece created by Capp 
St. Project artists-in-residence 
Reiko Goto and Joanna Hai¬ 
good, and performed by ZAC- 
CHO Dance Theater, takes 
the cake. Goto has lined the 
walls of the cavernous space 
with bundles of man-sized 
anise stalks, so that a licorice 
aroma is the first thing you 
notice upon entering. Next 
you see the large screened-off 
greenhouse in the center of 
the space, rising two stories 
to the roof, filled with glass 
jars of flowering plants. This 
is one of the performance 
spaces for the dance chore¬ 
ographed by Haigood and set 
to music by Lauren Weinger, 
which takes its inspiration 
from the life cycle of the but¬ 
terfly. Cho-Mu translates from 
the Japanese as “butterfly 
dreams.” The performances 
take place some afternoons 
and some evenings; those 
days without full perfor¬ 
mances feature solo excerpts 
from the dance. There is no 
admission fee, but call ahead

The Ideal vs. The Real 


Sacred Country 

by Rose Tremaln; Atheneum $21 


by Marv. Shaw 

T ranssexuals have been 
coolly ignored in con¬ 
temporary fiction. The 
reticence to explore 
their lives might be explained 
as the dodging of the hyper¬ 
exotic by the ignorant. In any 
case, acclaimed British writer 
Rose Tremain (Restoration; 
The Swimming Pool Season) 
begins to redress the slight in 
Sacred Country. 

Her heroine is Mary Ward, 
who becomes Martin in the 
30 years of the story. Stand¬ 
ing in a snowy Suffolk field 
with her family during the 
two minutes of national si¬ 
lence at the death of King 
George VI, Mary, age 6, real¬ 
izes that she is really a boy. 
This abrupt certainty condi¬ 
tions the rest of her life. What 
she does about it is a coura¬ 
geous narrative within many 
other related ones concerning 
her family and acquaintances 
in rural England, urban Lon¬ 
don and Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee. 

Some characters, such as Son¬ 
ny, her failing, increasingly al¬ 
coholic and brutal father, are 
major influences. The life ex¬ 
periences of others parallel 
Mary’s own, most importantly 
in their realizations of self 
and in the initiatives they 
take toward fulfillment. 


Walter, whose butcher shop 
work is secondary to his am¬ 
bition to be a singer and writ¬ 
er of country songs, has a sur¬ 
prising affair with Gilbert, a 
dentist who has had no previ¬ 
ous sexual experience. But 
the relationship ends cruelly 
with Gilbert’s departure for 
London and a new, freer life. 
Walter acts on his ambition 
and starts toward happiness. 


Repressive 

Repercussions 

Mary/Martin’s mother Estelle 
illustrates most vividly — her 
mental state necessitates in¬ 
termittent institutionalization 
and she is addicted to TV — 
how a limited, repressed life 
can irreparably damage one’s 
spirit and personality. 

Age is the foremost factor in¬ 
forming the life patterns of 
Tremain’s characters, with 


the younger people reaching 
out for opportunities their 
time has opened for them, 
while the older folk awkward¬ 
ly succumb or accommodate 
themselves to the strictures of 
the past. 

But it is Mary becoming Mar¬ 
tin that most fascinates in her 
physical transformation and 
the psychological rewards she 
obtains thereby. Though she 
avoids the reconstructive 
surgery that would give her a 


penis, she becomes a full man 
in more significant ways, in¬ 
cluding experiencing the 
heartbreak of losing to her de¬ 
spised brother the girl she 
loves most dearly. 

Though unexplained in any 
explicit way, the Sacred 
Country’s implicit domain is 
that realm where an ideal of 
self is matched by the reality 
of one’s own created world. 
V
